A NEW VOTE OF CREDIT FOR £3,000,000. 
A Messace from the Queen, was last night delivered to the 


House of Commons requesting the grant of a vote of credit. The 
Royal Message will be taken into consideration on Monday, when 
aa answer thereto will be voted by the House of Commons. That 
such a request was likely to be made of Parliament has been for 


several days a matter of public ramour, and its character and ex- | 


tent have, in accordaffce with custom, been enormously exag- 
gerated. It has been stated that the Government were about to 
ask Parliament for taxes or loans equal to a sum of ten millions ; 
that the income tax was to be raised to 10 per cent, and other 
duties increased. Under the influence of these rumours the funds 
fell more than one per cent. 

So far, however, a3 we can understand the case, the whole of 
these rnmours are the result of an entire misapprehension of the 
financial operations which the Government propose. In the 
first place, the amount of the vote of credit is enormously 
exaggerated. In place of ten millions, we understand it will only 
be three millions ;—and in place of its leading to an increased 
taxation, not one shilling will be required by the Government 
more than has already been provided by Parliament. The whole 
effect of the vote of credit which is proposed will be to enable 
the Treasury to apply to the services of the war the money 
which has already been provided by Parliament in the present 
session, and which will find its way into the Exchequer from the 
general sources of revennve already sanctioned by Parliament. 

The general misapprehension which has prevailed has arisen 
from a want of knowledge of the forms of Parliament in its 
financial transactions, In the first place, Parliament provides an 
amount of revenue which it authorises to be raised in various 
ways, and to be paid into the Exchequer. But the Treasury has 
no power whatever to appropriate or use a single shilling of the 
revenue so paid into the Exchequer without the distinct authority 
of Parliament for every purpose to which it is applied. This 
authority is given intwo ways :—1. By Acts of Parliament, which 
make certain charges upon the Consolidated Fund, such as the 
payment of the interest of the national debt, and other annual 
charges provided by such Acts. 2. By annual votes in Committee 
of Supply, such as the army, navy, ordnance, and civil services, 
for which estimates are presented, andin voting which Parliament 
exercises annually its discretion. But whatever amount of 
balances may be in the public Exchequer, the Government has no 
power to issue a single shilling for any purpose whatever, beyond 
the specific sums so provided by Parliament for each of such pur- 
poses; and the whole utility of the office of Comptroller of the Ex 
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chequer is to see that issues are not in any case made for any ser- 
vice beyond the amount granted by Parliament for such service. 

Accordingly, votes have been taken in Committee of Supply in 
the present session for the different departments connected with 
the expenditure of the war :—for army, navy, ordnance, and com- 
missariat, to an extent commensurate with the actual operations 
of each service ; but it is obviously impossible to foresee for six 
mouths to come, during active hostilities, the extent to which ex- 
penditure may be needed, or the precise form which it will take in 
connection with the war. In place, therefore, of asking Parliament 
for increased votes of supply for specific services, the Government 
ask for a vote of 3,000,000/ for any purpose in connection with the 
war, an account of which will be furnished to Parliament in the 
next session. The only substantial difference, therefore, between 
this vote of credit and the ordinary votes for army, navy, and 
ordnance, is, that in the one case a specific sum is stated and 
appropriated to each object atthe time the vote is granted, and, 
in the other case, that a general sum is voted to be appropriated 
according to the requirements of the public service on the re- 
sponsibility of the Government, and to be accounted for here- 
after. But in neither case has such votes anything whatever to 
do with the raising of revenue, but only with its application when 
raised. 

It will thus be seen that all the rumours which have been cir- 
culated on the subject of new taxes and loans—about increased 
issues of Exchequer bills and bonds, are entirely groundless. On 
the contrary, it is understood that the provision of money already 
made for the year will be ample for all the requirements of the 
Government, including the war expenditure, and the vote of 
credit of 3,000,000/ to be asked for on Monday night. 


OUR ALLIED ENEMIES. 
Our news from Vienna is both doubtful and unsatisfactory. Every- 
thing seems thrown back into uncertainty, darkness, and confusion. 


| A fortnight ago we thought that we did know something at last 
| of the intentions of our German friends: now, like Socrates, * all 


we know is, that we can know nothing.” A fortnight ago we 


| were assured on all hands that Austria was on the point of 


throwing off the mask and entering heartily into the war: now, 
the impenetrable visor is fitted on more closely than ever. A 
fortnight ago the Russians were in full retreat towards Jassy 
and the Austrians in full march on Orsova: now, the former have 
retraced their backward steps, and the latter have countermanded 
their advance. The Czar ordered the re-occupation of Walla- 
chia, and sent at the same time a message to Vienna which he 
knew would stop the proceedings of the young Emperor :—and 
the result has justified his confidence. A fortuight ago, Austria 
had signed a convention with the Porte, in virtue of which she 
was to *‘ occupy ” the Principalities instead of Russia—she was to 
succeed her, or to supersede her: now, Russia intimates that 
she prefers to *‘ oceupy ” them herself, and Austria acquiesces in 
the change of purpose. A fortnight ago, the sanguine and trust- 
ing minds of diplomatists believed that the enemy might be con- 
sidered as expelled from the Turkish territory, and that the Anglo- 
French army would be set free fur an expedition to the Crimea, 
and might be able to secure a good winter harbour for the fleet : 
this week we find that the work of expulsion is still to be done, 
aud that we must do it for ourselves. 

Now, we cannot say that we are at all either surprised or 
grieved at this hesitation and retrogression on the part of Austria. 
As a prudent and self-regarding State, looking only to immediate 
interests and pressing dangers, her conduct could scarcely have 
been different from what it has been. She has had a very diflie 
cult part to play, as we have over and over again pointed out. 
She has had to hold both belligerents in check, by persuading 
each that her secret predilections and her ultimate decision were 
and would be what he wished. She had to satisfy France and 
England that she was friendly at heart, and would in the end be 
friendly in action also, so that it might be impossible for them to 
encourage or tacitly sanction revolutionary movements in Lom- 
bardy. She had to satisfy Russia that she wished her well out 
of the scrape, and, whatever manifestations she might be com- 
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lied to make, would do as little against her as she possibly 
4 in order to prevent Russia from raising Hungary, and thus 
as it were guarding her own frontier by an insurrectionary force. 
She had also to secure the protection of Prussia against probable 
and perilous contingencies, by assuring her that she would not 
side with the Western Powers, unless the Czar gave her abso- 
lutely no loophole for escape. Finally, she had to postpone any 
overt, decisive, and irrevocable step, till fortune bad so plainly 
declared itself that she could take any step with safety. 

‘All this she has done, and done with uniform consistency and 
with consummate skill. She has pare! fast and loose with us 
till the eleventh hour. As soon as Nicholas was effectually beaten 
and it seemed likely would retire within his own dominions, she 
instantly proposed to replace him in the provinces he had evacu- 
ated, “in order to prevent further mischief.” As soon as it 
appeared that he was not yet prepared to retire, she pulled up 
and halted. He was still in a position to throw soldiers and 
munitions into Transylvania, and ignite the spark in Hungary 
which is always ready for explosion :—hostile action was not, 
therefore, safe. Then Prussia remonstrated against an onward 
movement which Prussia’s brother-in-law might interpret as a 
hostile one, and Austria, who cannot afford to quarrel with any- 
body, at once held her hand. : 

Now, as we have said, we do not blame Austria for this, nor 
do we wonderat it. We do not even regret that a semi-neutral 
occupation of the Principalities, which might virtually and ulti- 
mately have become a hostile one, has been abandoned. All that 
displeases or surprises us is, that we should allow, or should have 
allowed, the wishes or contingent conduct of so dubious and in- 
efficient an ally to exercise the smallest influence over our course. 
lt was desirable to have Austria on our side; it was desirable 
even to neutralise her if we could;—but to have counted ona 
friendship which we knew could only be lukewarm and super- 
ficial, to have paid any price for a co-operation so questionable, 
so feeble, and so timid, was we think regrettable and unwise :—to 
continue to do so now, would be something worse still. It is clear 
now,—was it ever otherwise ?—that Austria dares not move 
boldly or strike truly without the permission of Prussia. It is 
clear now—it bas always been so, even to eur Ministers—that 
the King of Prussia is the mere prefect and puppet of the Czar. 
What mockery is it then to call Prussia “‘our ally!” What folly 

| to hope for active and efficient aid from a Power which Prussia 

holds in leash! How difficult is it to persuade ourselves, or 
Europe, or oar fue, that we are both earnest and competent, 
when it is notorious that one of our allies is directly, and the 
other indirectly, in the leading-strings, if not in the interest of 
the enemy! 

It wil! be said we have parsued our own course steadily, inde- 
dependent of the clear hostility of one ally and the perplexing 
vacillation of another; that we have armed and marched even 


|| while negotiating; and that while leaving no effort untried to 


secure the assistance of Austria, we have acted as we should have 
done had we known it was hopeless to expect it. But this is not 
strictly true. It was not so early in the year. It is scarcely so 
now. To mention no other exceptions:—out of deference to 
Austrian friendship we prevented the formation of a Polish 
legion which might have rendered signal service on the Danube; 
| we discountenanced the employment of Hungarian officers in the 
| Turkish armies, where leaders of experience were grievously 
needed ; and our generals have just now, it appears, been con- 
certing military measures with, and therefore showing their hand 
| to, the Austrian Commander, Count Coronini. Had we been 





able to reckon on the hostility of Austria, we should have early 
taken effectual measures to paralyse her and give her enough to 
do in managing her own affairs. Had we been able to reckon on 
her cordial and active aid, we might have taken the Crimea and 
Had we but felt assured that under 

all circumstances she would remain strictly and honourably 

neutral, we should have acted without fear of her siding against 
| us, and should have wasted no sacrifices in endeavouring to make 
| her side with us; we should have done as Russia has done— 
| put her on one side and proceeded on our course as if she were 
non-existent. But by allowing her to keep us in suspense, we 
have inevitably enabled ber to exercise an influence on the 
fortunes of the war which has been most potent and may yet 
become disastrons. 

Rassia is now endeavouring to throw back matters into the 
negotiating stage, and has replied to the demand of Austria by 
illusory proposals (which Prussia does not deem it shameful to 
back, and Austria does not deem it insulting to transmit), iustead 
of by an explicit and final answer. That answer she will of 
course withhold if possible till the campaigning season draws to 
a close. Lord John Russell must have tried the gravity of his 
supporters at the morning sitting the other day, when he in- 
formed them that Lord Clarendon had officially assured him that 
“* this answer would be either an acceptance, a refusal, or an eva- 
“ sion !” This, we apprehend, is aboutthe sum total of the infor- 
mation possessed by our Government on this interesting point, 
and we must conclude that something more decisive will be waited 
tor. We may be certain, however, that our armies will not be in- 
active in the meantime. They must not wait for the chance of 
Austria going right at last—when it may be too late to effect 
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anything this year. But to reassure the English public 

thing more than this will be required. he Vienna Conference 
must be onaly and finally dissolved. It is something worse 
than futile—it is puerile, undignified, and unsafe—to be even no- 
minally concerting measures and consulting on answers and de- 
cisions with an ally who is an avowed friend and a notorious 
vassal of our enemy ; whose sole object in preteuding to act with 
us is really to thwart us; and who would openly declare against 
us if he dared so to outrage his own subjects, and if he did not 
fear France even more than he loves Russia. 

As for Austria—if she eres no aid in the war, she cannot 
complain if she has no voice in the ents of peace. She 
must share in the dangers of the battle if she is to share in the 
profits of the victory. If we beat Russia without her, we shall 
also settle the map of Europe without her. If she waits to de- 
clare against the Czar till the Czar is humbled and Hungary is 
safe, we may indeed use her, but we shall despise and neglect her. 
If she will drive Russia out of the Principalities, in the interest of 
Turkey, why, we may have cause to thank her and reward her, 
If she merely steps into the warm bed when Russia pleases to 
turn out, we are by no means sure that it would not be 
wisest to dispense with her services,—to embody a Polish 
legion, and to employ Hungarian officers in training and leading 
the Turkish levies. The only object now in having Austrian aid 
is that we may enable our fleet to winter in Sebastopol: if she 
does not declare herself in time to make this possible, she is not 
worth her salt. There is a hacknied Italian prover’ which it be- 
hoves us just now not to forget, which says: Da chi mi fido 
guardami Dio: da chi non mi fido mi guardero io, 








THE FUTURE PRICE OF WHEAT. 


Tue harvest prospects have since the change in the weather 
become very favourable. In the South of France, in Spain, in Italy, 
in the Southern States of America, the harvest has made considera- 
ble progress, and, according to reports, is generally good. In 
Germany, too, the rye harvest has been begun, and promises tole- 
rably well. A very unusual breadth of land has everywhere been 
sown with cereals, and there is no doubt but the quantity will be 
large, whatever the quality may be. Wheat-growing is a very 
old and a very extensive art, and, from the high prices every- 
where prevalent in the last year, we may infer that comparatively 
much wheat has everywhere been grown. We may speedily 
lock, accordingly, for a general fall in the price of bread corn. 
Our own markets have already given way; from America 
prices come lower ; and we must now expect an approximation 
to what will be the ruling price in the markets of the world. 
Latterly, the price in Eng!and has been very little above the 
price in New York. All through the year since last harvest prices 


have been alternatively imports and exports of breadstuffs be- 
tween the two countries. The price in our markets and in the 
markets of France have exercised great influence over the prices 
in other countries, and, with free trade, there will be hence- 
forward not much greater difference in the price at different 
places than the cost of transport. As every part of England 
is easy of access, and as the expense of carriage by sea has 
been considerably reduced, and is likely, notwithstanding a tem- 
porary rise of freights, to be reduced hereafter, the market 
price in England is not likely to rule much higher than the 
general market price of the civilised world. In truth, high as 
our prices have been throughout the last year, we have already 
arrived at this condition, and we may expect that it will perma- 
nently continue. 

An inspection of the Gazette returns since last harvest shows 
that the average weekly price of wheat, from the middle of July, 
when it was about 50s, rose steadily and continuously to the | 
end of the year, when it reached 73s, and it continued to rise 
gradually to the end of January, when it reached 83s $d, the 
highest point. Since then it has fluctuated about that from $s 
to 10s, but has kept for many weeks about that, and has latterly 
declined slowly and steadily week after week to the latest average 
of 74s 6d. Iv 1847 the highest price took place in the last week 
in May, 102s 5d. after which the price fell rapidly and eentinously 
to the middie of September, when it was down as low as 49s 6d. 
In this year, then, we have had no enormous rise corresponding 
to that of 1847, and it is not likely that we shall now have 
anything like «a corresponding fall. 

As contradistinguished from 1847, there is in this year, not- 
withstanding the war, or perhaps in conjuuction with it, great 
commercial activity, a lively demand everywhere for food and 
clothing, and an abuudance of employment and great industry 
as a means of payment. Not only are the masses better fed now 
than in 1847, but there is a very general desire to be still better 
fed and better clothed, and there has been and continues fo | 
be a great stimulus to emigration, to trade, and to all kinds of 
industry, as well as to growing corn, The extensive consumption 
which has continued throughout the year, and is certain to in- 
crease as the harvest is good, seems a complete guarantee that, 
however abundant the harvest may be, it will not be too 
much, and we shall not have prices, as in the autumn of 1847 | 
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general activity of trade is an indication that the level of prices 
abroad will continue to be as it has latterly been, considerably 
above the level which a few years ago was so dreadfully alarming 
to our Protectionists. 

The war, too, will cut off one source of supply ; but except, 

as it will waste and destroy, we do not anticipate that it will 
exereine any very great in uence over the price of wheat in our 
market. me the corn from Russia, if it have an abun- 
dance, will overflow into neighbouring countries, and through them 
some of it will findits way hither. Still the stoppage of that 
source may prevent a too great accumulation of grain here this 
autumn and the next spring, and keep prices from sinking very 
rapidly. While we hail our harvest prospects with unbounded 
satisfaction, we entertain no fear that there will be a great revul- 
sion in the price of corn and great ruin amongst our corn mer- 
chants and farmers, such as occurred in 1847, in 1836, and other 
years. 

We see, indeed, from the large increase in the sales of land in 
America, the revenue from which in the year ending March, 
1854, was 6,310,771 dols, against 1,329,511 dols in 1853, and 
2, 399, 927 dols in 1852, a source of large futare supplies. The 
exports of wheat and flour from the United States of the harvest 
1853-4 are estimated in the United States Economist at aearly 
30,000,000 bushels in the year, and that immense quantity is 
likely to increase year after year. From the great addition to the 
land taken into cultivation, we may expect a very rapid increase 
at least in the power to export, and it seems probable that the 
vast production of corn in that country will exercise a correspond- 
ing influence over the price of wheat throughout the commercial 
world. 








AUSTRALIA. 


Bx an extraordinary route, viz., by the West India mail steamer 
Magdalena, we have news from Sydney of May 10, and Mel- 
bourne of May 4, conveyed to Panama by the United States 
steamship Golden Age, D. D. Porter, U.S.N. commander. She 
made the passage, via Tahiti, from Sydney to Panama in 28 
days, and first solved the problem of steam navigation being prac- 
tical between Panama and Australia. We may certainly have a 
regular communication established between Australia and Europe 
in 60 days at most, and probably, with good management, well- 
adapted arrivals and departures, in a much shorter time. We do 
not acquire much important information by this arrival, but when 
bad commercial news was expected, we are relieved by having 
none of importance. The production of gold in New South 
Wales is said to remain at very mach the same rate as before, 
about 3,000 ounces per week. No new discoveries of any im- 
portance had been made. The stock of gold in Sydney was low. 
At the same time we are told the quantity brought by the escort 
from the ist January to March 31st, was 53,920 ounces—a 
large decrease compared with the same quarter of 1853. 


Of many new “diggings” opened since the beginning of the year (we are 
told by the correspondent of the Times) none have developed themselves into 
rivals of the largest and oldest—Ballarat and Mount Alexander, One of the 
richest of the new spois has been the valley of the Buckland River, but it was 
#0 unbealthy that many persons abandoned It, glad to escape with their liver. 
The river flows through a deep ravine, in which, as the high mountain walls on 
each side excluded the wind, the air was stagnant and, from the scorching suo 
during the day, iotensely hot. At night the temperature rapidiy fell to a 
piercing cold, so that the inhabitants of this unhappy valley were always either 
in an oven or an icehouse. As the holes were in the bed of the river, the miners 
generally worked up to their waiste in water. Constitutions that, had borne 
the hardships of other fields without injury broke down here, and hundreds 
have periehed, dying unattended and unknown. The little levels between the 
streams and the base of the mountuin wali, for ten miles along the valley, are 
80 thickly studded with graves, that the river appears to run through a church- 
yard. One new comer having counted eleven corpzes carried past his tent dur- 
ing the dinner hour of his first working day, thought even gold might be bought 
too dearly, and left the place instantly. Many abandoned it after a somewhat 
longer triai, but the greater number remaived in defiance of disease, and “ took 
their chance,” .” with what result the numerous graves of the valley testify. In 
addition to the peculiar fever (of a typhoid character, the doctors say,) the 
miners suffered severely from eye-blight, and were at all times half devoured by 
myriads of flies. The general bad diet, and the want of vegetables, were among 
the causes of sickness that could not he removed. Garden produce of any kind 
commanded enormous prices—onions were 63 a‘pound, and cabbages were out 
up and sold in portions, by weight; from half-a-crown to 4s per lb were freely 
paid for them, Physic, or what passes for it, rose even-in a greater ratio to its 
cost than food ; * Holloway’s pills” were vended at 1s each, or a guinea a box. 
Medical impostors abound and flourish on all the gold fields, and on the Buck- 
land River, one particularly fatal practitioner has been named, who, among 
other leas prominent exploite, ki'led off a working party of nine, by mistaking 
their symptoms. By the last accounts, the place is described as nearly worked 
out; those who had the courage to stay, and the juck to survive, are said to 
have done very well. Forest Creek is recovering something of its old celebrity, 
the population haviog returned from some of the late “rushes” to spots that 
have proved disappointments. Ballarat and Bendigo are in full activity; but 
heavy rains rendering the roads impassable, carriage of stores is rising to the 
rate of last winter. At Kingower, a nugget of 220 ounces has been raised. 
Another of 182 ounces from Ballarat bas been purchased by a Sydney desler. 
At Tambaroora, above 1,000 diggers are at work with varied success, 

According to the same authority, the quantity of gold exported 
from Sydney to Great Britain during the first quarter of the present 
year was 82,6340z 10 dwt, at 3/ 19s per ounce, 326,406/ 53 6d. 
In the same period produce was exported to the value of 812,063/. 
To Great Britain—wool, 6,121,644 lbs, valued at 397,755/; oil, 
202 casks, 11,360/; tallow, 53 tons 19 cwts, valued at 16, 485i, &e. 


The value of the exports from New South Wales in 1853 was 
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4,523,346. To the United Kingdom, 2,980,7637; to British 
colonies, 1,245,974/; to the United States only 3 0282, Com- 
pared to 1852 there is a decrease of more than 80,0000. In the 
same period the imports were—British manufactures, 4,679,435, 
and from all countries, Great Britain incladed, 6,342,757i, or 
above 4,500,000/ more than in 1852. We have, too, the following 
accounts of the revenue and expenditare : — 

A return of the expenditure of the Government of New South Wales for 
1854, as the estimates and voted, proves that the Executive has been either too 
frugal in framing the estimates, or that the Council is auasually generous in 
voting more in almostevery case than wae required. For the whole service of the 
year the Government asked 562,731/; the Council voted 590,135/, an excess of 
27,4041. For the supplementary service of 1853 the Government acked 49,8471, 
and the Council voted 82,5031, being a surplus of 32,6567. The aggregate 
amount estimated was 612,5782; the amount voted was, 672, 6387, an excese of 
60,0601. The revenue returns for the quarter ending the 3ist ‘of March are 
favourable. On the total receipts of the Treasury the increase above the cor- 
responding quarter of 1853 is 87 per cent. The amount of the increase from 
every soarce is 126,325. The increase from Customs daties is 26,742/, or 31} 
per cent. ; tea, sugar, and coffee are the only articles on which there has been 
a decrease. The importations of ardent spirite still farnish the largest portion 
of the revenue; in the last quarter duty was paid on 255,510 gallons, giving a 
gallon per head for the consumption of,every man, woman, end child, in the 
colony; it exceeds the quantity imported in the corresponding quarter of last 
year by 62,982 gallons; to this must be added 41,184 g»llons distilled in the 
colony, that quantity having been taken out ef bond during the quarter for con- 
sumption. The daties on intoxicating drinks have yielded an increase of 
26,5652 on the quarter above the return of the first quarter of last year; while 
the duties on tea and coffee show a decrease in the same period of 1,6831. The 
revenue from gold licenses, royalty and escort fees shows a falling off of 
10,5327; to the end of March, 1853, it was 17,0187; for the first quarter of 
the present year it is only 6,486. In the territorial revenue there ir, on all the 
principal heads, a large increase. The land saler, including deposits for the 
To of land, amounted in the last quarter to 92,800/, an advance of 
76,780 

The colonists were quite alive to the possible dangers of war, 
and, while they were liberal in their expenditure, did not neglect 
the means of defence. Sydney, it was proposed, shoald raise a 
volunteer force, and with some increase of naval power be pre- 
pared for all contingencies. Political agitation was prevalent, 
and the party opposed to the constitution gaining ground. One 
of its most distinguished leaders, the proprietor of the Empire, 
Mr Parkes, had been elected for Sydney, after a contest, by a con- 
siderable majority, to fill the place in the Legislative Council, 
vacated by Mr Wentworth, the great supporter of the constitution, 
who had left for England. As an end has been put to transpor- 
tation, except to Western Australia, the Anti-Transportation 
League had been abolished. The squatting interest, as the large 
land appropriators are called, seems likely to be brought to reason 
by the united action of the Government at home and the popula- 
tion in the colony, and will gradually p'ace their interests in 
harmony with those of the rest of the colouy. That more and 
more land must be devoted to agricultural purposes is obvious 
from the high prices of vegetables and the large quantities of 
corn imported, and it cannot be tolerated that those who have 
been used to run their sheep over tracts as large as counties 
should continue to appropriate them to this purpose, now that 
the interest of the colony requires different management. 


In Victoria, the colonists seem to be running into excesses. 
With a revenne, as is stated, of 3,000,000/, which seems enor- 
mous for 300,000 people, it was proposed to expend 1,300,0007 
on public works. One project, for new Houses of Assembly, 
would have cost 2,000,000/ sterling; but this project was too 
maguificent to be entertained. The extravagance appears only 
to have been checked by a difficulty in borrowing the sum, “a 
round million,” to begin. The excesses are said to have origi- 
nated, as is by no means unlikely, with the representatives of 
the people. Mr Latrobe has given up the Government, and left 
the colony. In his address on proroguing the Council, he describes 
the general state of the colony as highly prosperous. The yield 
and export of gold continue steady, while the export of wool 
from Melbourne, instead of decreasing 2s was predicted from the 
discovery of the precious metal, has considerably increased. 
There is, however, a reduction in the revenue of 102,000/ on the 
first quarter of 1854, as compared with the corresponding quar- 
ter of 1853. Of this sum the larger part, 99,000/, bas been lost 
by the reduction of the gold license fees, which will probably be 
recovered on the year, as the territorial or land revenue shows a 
healthy tendency to increase. The increase of revenue from im- 
port duties has for the present reached its limit. In 1853, it 
was increasing. It can scarcely be expected to keep up in 1854 
to the amount in 1853, though in the "fret quarter of 1854 it was 
in excess of the first quarter of 1853 upwardsef 60,000. The 
enormous increase in 1853 dazzled the Council, and produced 
the intoxication in which it voted money more lavishly than the 
Government asked for it, “‘and contemplated” (s:ys the Times 
correspondent) “ gigantic works with a contempt of expense 
“almost worthy of a Louis XIV.” 

The revenue of Van Diemen’s Land, too, for the first quarter 
of 1854 showed a surplus over the expenditure of 66,4291 11s 8d. 
The total of the receipts was 257,872/ 15s 6d, agaiust an actagl 
expenditure of 191,443/ 3s 10d. On the whole the colonies are 
steadily prosperoas ; and, though there is no longer such wonder- 
ful success in gold- finding as at first excited the imagivation, and 
hurried men and goods into the colonies from all parts of the 
world, there is very rapid and continuous progress. The best 
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sign is, that other labour is not neglected for gold-finding, that 
land is in demand, that cultivation is extending, and the export 
of other produce than gold continues to increase. Business was 
described as flat. The news from Europe of the war had, how- 
ever, caused holders to retain their goods more firmly in the ex- 
pectation of a rise in price. ake 

We add a few extracts from mercantile circulars. Messrs 
Montefiore, Graham, and Co., writing from Sydney, of May 16th, 
say :—“‘ The warlike news from home, of the commencement 
“ of February, renders it exceedingly difficult to give any report 
“upon our markets at the present moment which could be re- 
“lied upon. During the month of April but few sales were 
“ effected, and those few at far from remunerative rates ; still 
“ there was a desire to realise, in order to avoid the present enor- 
“‘ mous charges for storage and cartage. Late intelligence has, 
“ however, in a great measure changed the position of our 
“ market. Every importer is holding back, and business is 
“almost at stand-still in consequence, although some articles 
““have changed hands at prices more or less speculative. 
“There is an evident desire to speculate, and we are aware of 
“ very large sums lying idle in the banks to be emp‘oyed in the 
“purposes of monopoly. It must not, however, be forgotten 
“that our market is more than fully stocked, and that peaceable 
“ news would prevent the slightest advances in prices.” 

The branch of the same firm established at Melbourne says, of 
May 5th :— 

Notwithstanding the long-continuecd glut in this market, of which informa- 
tion was at an early period conveyed to all parts of the world, importr, up to a 
recent date, have gone on increasing, and the increase extends to nearly every 
article of trade. The depression, therefore, in prices, has not been materially 
alleviated up to the present moment. Our market has of late assumed a more 
lively aspect, but this arises in a great measure from speculation, not from a 
greater legitimate demand in proportion to supply. 

In addition to the protracted depression in trade, the mercantile community 
here suffer from a great evil in the deficiency in wharf accommodation, which 
is 80 excessive, that there are instances of vessels being detained three weeks 
in the river, before they can get evenan outside berth. The local Government 
have at last been aroused toa sense of the grievous detriment which hence 
arises to this port, and a commission of engineers has been appointed to report 
on the best means of remedying the evil. 

The banks have again advanced the exchange on London. For thirty days’ 
bills the charge is five per cent. prem. They have also advanced the rate of 
discount on three months’ bills to seven per cent. The premium on bills drawn 
on London is considered high, and may lead to the exportation of coin, The 
difficulty caused by the high rate of exchange has been in some degree miti- 
gated by the bonds for a loan to the amount of 700,0001, at eix per cent., to 
the Corporations of Melbourne and Geelong, being brought into the market. 
This matter has been skilfully managed by Mr Gabrielli, the contractor, who 
got the bonds and interest made payable in the colony or in London. A large 
amount have been purchased at a premium of from three to five per cent., 
which charge will be partly reduced by two months’ interest having acerued 
by the time they arrive in Lendon. A number of failures have taken place, 
but none of such a nature as would indicate unsoundneses in the trading com- 
munity, which is considered to be on the whole stable and prosperou:.

FRAUDS HERE AND ABROAD. 
Cries seem to be epidemic like some diseases. On Thursday, 
at the Mansion house, Mr Joseph Windle Cole was brought 
before the Lord Mayor, in the custody of Daniel Forrester, upon 
the charge of having obtained 10,000/ upon warrants representing 
goods which were not existence. The defendant, described as 
of the firm of Cole, Brothers, and Co., Birchin lane, was re- 
manded. Thursday, too, brought us intelligence from New 
York, an of “ unparalleled degree of excitement and anxiety in 
* the stock and money market consequent upon the recent failure 
** of Messrs R. and G. L. Schuyler, and the discovery of a false 
“issue of railroad stock by the senior partner. Mr Robert 
“ Schuyler was regarded as the head of the railway interest, and 
“ in the case of the New York and New Haven Railway Com- 
“ pany, which he has now compromised to the extent of 400,0002.” 
“ Other over-issues of stock to the extent of 16,0007 in the 
“ Harlem Railway, and of 20,000/ in the Empire Stone-dressing 
“ Company are announced to have been discovered. Several 
“* small failures of stock and commission houses had also already 
“ taken place.” Of late we have had several unpleasant matters 
of a similar description amongst ourselves, and they have been re- 
ferred to the pressure in the money market. Without assigning 
them to tas the cause, remembering how often several crimes of 
the same or similar kind have happened about the same time, we 
must say there is something more mysterious and more inscrutable 
im crime than hasty men, impatient of doubt, assume, concluding 
that it can be suppressed by the will and the exertion of the

nto the obscure subject, the causes of crime, particularly 
against property, which are now the plague of society, 
weldo not mean to enter, but the love we bear to trade makes us

jealous of its reputation. Existing by confidence and credit, it 
should be above all suspicion. It cannot thrive unless - oa dg 
gaged init are of strict integrity. No information which can 


it 
be given to it -by the best-informed political economists, or tra- 
or naturalists, can be half so serviceable to trade as 
the recommendation of those principles of high morality which 
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are sometimes and falsely supposed to have no part in its 
dealings. We refer to these melancholy aberrations only to show 
the necessity fora complete and strict observance of the most 
rigid integrity by all engaged in trade. 


THE INSURRECTION IN SPAIN. 
Tue aftairs of Europe are becoming complicated by an insurrec- 
tion in Spain. At present it seems to be directed only to chan 
the Ministry, and obtain a Constitutional Government. It 
marching to complete success. Espartero has come forward, and 
has put himself at its head. His old opponent, Narvaez, is also 
again in the field, and whether he sides with the Queen or the 
popular party is not known. Anarchy seems, however, for some 
time likely to prevail. General O’Donnel began the insurrec- 
tion under the pretext of getting rid of the Ministry, but he did 
not stir without communicating his intentions to others; and 
from pulling down the Ministry the object of the movement has 
come to be to restore the Constitution of 1837. This has at- 
tracted the people to its standard. It may soon come to be a change 
of dynasty. ‘The rallying cry of order and morality is very 
hostile to the Queen. Spreading and growing, should it lead to 
change the occupant of the throne, it may be of some danger to 
ourselves. We trust there will be wisdom enough to keep out 
of the snares that may have been set for us by our very insidious 
and skilful foe. Anything which should lead in the most remote 
degree to weaken the confidence which France and England now 
place in each other might be fatal to the welfare of Europe. 


THE PRINCIPLE OF EXHIBITIONS. 
Exnrsitrons are the fashion of the day. Our own great national 
Exhibition of 1851 was followed by the New York Industrial 
Exhibition of 1853, of which we have just now the special report 
of Mr Dilke before us. A great exhibition in Paris is to take place 
in 1855 ; and in subordination to these we have an educational 
exhibition in the metropolis ; there is just announced an exhibi- 
tion of art, &., at Oldham; the Crystal Palace is a great 
exhibition, and we have exhibitions everywhere of all kinds, 
Madame Tuassaud, the Royal Academy, the Suffolk Street Gal- 
lery, the National Gallery, the Polytechnic, have ceased to be 
remarkable places. We have exhibitions of agricultural imple- 
ments and of fat cattle, of poultry and of flowers. We are 
invited to exhibitions of ironmongery and furniture, of fire-arms 
and life-preservers ; in short, society seems fast merging in ex- 
hibitions. The general propensity to follow my leader—a game 
played by boys and the daily practice of men—is no doubt im- 
planted in the human being for good and wise purposes. It tends, 
in spite of dogmatic intolerance and rigid special creeds, to beget 
a uniformity amongst us, and often makes men companions 
and brethren in spite of preconceived notions and anti-social 
theories. At present this propensity tends to make us all exhi- 
bitors. Exhibition as a principle is patronised in high places, 
and exhibition as a novel practice, making us theatrical like our 
ueighbours, has become common throughout the land. 

We have no intention to run a tilt against the almost universal 
fashion, but we may suggest to those who expect great social 
improvement to result from it, that it more resembles those 
periodical aberrations of the multitnde, called popular delusions 
—such as the crusades, Euphuism, Mississippi schemes, reli- 
gious revivals, belief in Cock lane ghosts, table rappings, &c., 
é&c.—than the steady and methodical, slow and regular progress 
of civilisation. It iscertainly not by such schemes that the neces- 
sary and everyday work of the world gets done. The invention of 
the railway, the ideas of Grey, the practical operations of Stephen- 
son, the quiet little inventions concerning sleepers and switches 
and signals, by which the land has gradually become covered with a 
net-work of iron roads and their accompanying telegraphs, 
constitute one series of phenomena, leading society forward in a 
career of improvement ; the rush of speculators into the rail- 
way market, the hundreds of schemes that were proposed in 
1844-6, the thousands of millions of capital that were to be col- 
lected tocarry them out, which led to much misery, to much 
extravagance and ruin, to much waste of precious time and pre- 
cious labour, retarding very much even railway progress, con- 
stitute another series of phenomena ; and we would merely suggest 
an inquiry, whether the rage for exhibition should be classed 
with the former or the latter of these series. 

Supposing the principle, that what one man makes or does 
should be exhibited for the advantage of every other, to be 
correct—and we do not gainsay it—there must be some limit to 
that which is exhibited. The limitation should be that the thing 
exhibited,is worthy of imitation and the publicapprobation—some- 
thing which ought to be known or adopted. Who is to determine 
this? The State finds great difficulty in choosing a religion for 
the people, in deciding how and what they shall be taught, in 
selecting for admiration and reverence principles of government, 
without also attempting to guide the taste of the people in iron- 
mongery and statuary, in fancy stationery and in fire-arms, in 
architecture and head-dresses. Shall a committee of taste deter- 
mine it? Who shall select the committee? Such mangling as 
the Government and Parliament have wrought in our buildings 
forbids any confidence in it as the means of selection. Shall any 
self-constituted body determine what is to be exhibited? This 
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now takes place to a considerable extent, and it obviously opens a ; 


wide door to a crowd of quacks. Every one who fancies that he 
has discovered some nostrum to cure the illsof society, or to make 
man other than Nature makes him, becomes an exhibitor. Thus we 
have little boys’ drawings, or little girls’ knitted stockings, worked 
samplers;ound text copy-books, crow-quill maps, and smarter 
toys than those which amused childhood in the last century, are 
crowded into a great exhibition, got up by learned societies under 
Royal and distinguished patronage, for the express purpose of 
improving education. The power of selecting what is to be exhi- 
bited can scarcely be entrusted to Government. To place such a 
power in any class or body would affront some other class or 
body. It would engender jealousies and suspicions—it would 
foster petty ambition and charlatanism ; and thus the necessity to 
place a limit as to what is to be exhibited, and of knowing some 
person or persons to determine it, seems rather inimical to the 
principle of exhibition. 

Of course, as a mere subject of commercial speculation and open 
competition, not determined by any kind of anthority, the Aztec 
children, the giant in his moving caravan, the Crystal Palace, or the 
rival ascents to Mont Blanc—all at liberty to offer their attractions 
to the public—with every other exhibition individuals may choose 
to make at their own cost, are not to be condemned. At 
least, we have no more to object to this species of industry 
than to making shoes or importing tea; but exhibitions 
by authority—exhibitions by assuming bodies of men, who 
seek to take the lead in a they have done nothing 
to promote—are attempts to forestall or direct the taste and 
the judgment of others, such as have heretofore been preva- 
lent. in matters of religion and government, and scarcely merit 
the exalting shout of approbation with which they are now hailed 
by those who run after a sight, or aspire to create a sensation. 

Supposing exhibition to be a good principle, we may have too 
mnch of it. Midas found it extremely inconvenient to have every 
thing he touched turned to gold. One crystal palace may be an 
ornament to the metropolis, a source of recreation and instruction, 
invigorating the mind and restoring the body; but a whole me- 
tropolis of crystal palaces would leave us without a comfortable 
dwelling for man or woman. The Exhibition of 1851 might have 
been serviceable to humanity, but perpetual exhibitions would 
reduce us to as miserable a condition as that of Midas. The real 
working men of the world have enough to do in attending to their 
duties, in laying down railways, constructing telegraphs, building 
improved clippers, finding ont new articles of import and new 
| markets for exports, &c., &c., without running after shows, most 
of which are better calculated to amuse the idle, or give importe 
| ance to charlatans, than advance science or improve art.

AUSTRIAN DECREE FOR THE REGULATION OF TRADE 
AND NAVIGATION DURING THE WAR. 
(PUBLISHED MAY 28, 1854.) 

In consequence of the war which has broken out between England, 
France, and the Ottoman Empire, on the one side, and Russia, 
on the other side, the following regulations are published, with 
the consent of His Imperial Apostolic Majesty, given on the 23rd 
of May, 1854, according to which all Imperial, civil, and military 
authorities, as well as all Austrian subjects, will have to regulate 

their conduct :— 

1. The acceptation or employment of lettres de marque, under 
whatever form or flag, as well as every kind of share in the 
command, manning, or fitting out of privateers, is prohibited to 
Austrian subjects. Whoever acts otherwise has not only to ex- 
pect no protection on the part of the Imperial Government, if he 
is subjected to punishment in other States, but he Pelag be 
treated according to the existing laws for rob ij > akoo 
ance of lettres de marque is to be consid mp aay 
robbery.

4, Austrian ships are forbidden to enter into such places and 
harbours as are besieged by one cf the belligerent Powers, or 
blockaded by a sufficient force, as otherwise they would neither 
have to expect to enjoy the freedom of a neutral flag, nor assist - 
ance or interference on the part of the Imperial Government. 
5. Except in this case, Austrian merchant ships are not hin- 
dered, in spite of the existing war, in carrying on their trade 
and intercourse with the harbours of the Powers engaged in the 
war; and, in like manner, the merchant ships of the belligerent 
| States may, as before, enter without hindrance into all Austrian 
| harbours, remain as long as they please, get repairs, &c., in so 
far as they observe the existing laws and regulations, and so 
long as their conduct is in accordance with the rules of neutrality. 
‘| With respect to the admission of foreign ships of war into 
|! Austrian harbours, the conditions of the decree of the Mivister 
| of War of the 29th of January, 1850, remain in force. 

\ 6. In the expectation that the neutral Austrian trade will be 
|| properly respected by the belligerent Powers, and that the cus- 
\| tomary privileges of belligerents will be exercised with a proper 
'| observance of the law of nations, or of any modifications of them 
‘| consonant with treaties, it is herewith decreed that Austrian 
|| navigators shall not oppose themselves to visitation on the open 
|| sea on the part of foreign ships of war; but, on the contrary, 
|| shall, without difficulty, show the papers and documents by which 
|| their neutral capacity is proved, throw none of them into the sea, 
or otherwise destroy them, nor keep on board false or duplicate 
and secret papers. 

The belligerent Powers have, besides, officially expressed the 
satisfactory declaration, that the property of the enemy in neu- 
tral ships, and neutral property in the enemy’s ships, with the 
exception of contraband of war and the enemy’s despatches, 
shall be respected, and not taken. 

7. The captures which the belligerent Powers make from the 
enemy, may only be admitted into the harbour of Trieste (with 
exception of every other Austrian harbour), where the effects 
may be disembarked, deposited, administered (in case they do 
not contain goods, the import of which into the Imperial States 
is forbidden), bought or sold, or be exported anew in the course 
of trade; but all under the condition that the judicial decision 

shall have been given by the competent authority of the Power

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which has taken the prize, as to their legitimacy. Should some 
goods be exposed, in the meantime, to injury, these may be sold 
beforehand, but only on sufficient security for their value being 
given in case the decision should declare the liberation of the ship. 
8. Should an Austrian ship, in spite of its obedience to the 
above regulations, be treated in an improper manner, information 
is to be given, withoat delay, to the nearest Austrian Consular 
or other Imperial authority, in order that the Imperial Govern- 
ment may take steps to obtain compensation and satisfaction from 
the foreign State, and, when steps have already been taken by the 
injured party, to support them. 
9. These regulstious will be put in force from the day of their 
publication.

AGRICULTURAL NOTES AND MEMORANDA. 


Some really fine weather has this week enabled the farmers to 
save a good deal of hay that had been in a very precarious con- 
dition ; and the recently mown grass has been stacked in very 
good order. The wheat goes on satisfactorily; the rains have 
given length to the straw, and if we now have a continuance of 

ne weather, an abundant crop of grain and straw is pretty cer- 
tain. The constant decline in the corn market which has taken 
place for the past fortnight tells very plainly that our prospects 
for grain are becoming more and more favourable, And here 
we cannot omit to notice how well the system of an open trade 
in corn bas brought the country through a very trying season ; 
and that in spite of the difficulties caused by a war with Russia, 
from whence so large a portion of our grain imports had pre- 
viously come. For instance during the months of May and 
June of last year, there were 54,000 qrs of wheat imported into 
London from eastward of Gibraltar, and 139,000 qrs from the 
Baltic ; and in the corresponding period of this year, 151,000 qrs 
came into London from the east of Gibraltar, and 133,000 qrs 







































siderable quantities have come. 

So as to oats, of the imports of which the Mark Lane Express 
thus speaks :— 

Foreign oats have continued to come to hand rather freely, 28,144 gre 
having been reported during the week. The absence of the accustomed annual 
supply from Russia has not, thus far, been felt; indeed, when we compare 
the arrivals from abroad during the last three months at this port, with the 
receipts of the corresponding quarter of 1853, @ material increase is shown, 
the imports having been 333,394 qre, against 193,417 gra, Whether the next 
three months will exhibit the effect of the want of arrivals from Russia, re- 
mains to be seen; !:ut it must be borne in mind, that even if there had been 
no war, the supplies from thence would not, in the ordinary course of things, 
have come to hand much before the present time. 


Most of the reports as to the growing crops are favourable, and 
the iater the date to which the report comes down the better is 
the account given. 

Amongst the notable incidents of the week is Mr Webb's show 
of Southdown rams at Babraham, in Cambridgeshire, at which 
he sold 75 sheep at the average price of 25/ each. The highest 
price obtained was 102 guineas, the next 80 guineas, another 71 
guineas, one 50 and several more between 40 and 50 guineas; 
and these prices are the highest on an average this successful 
breeder has vet obtained. Mc Webb's sheep are larger and 
heavier animals than those of any other Southdown breeder, 
and are much superior as profitable sheep to the smaller kinds of 
Southdown more usually breed. 





THE ROYAL AGRICULTURAL SOCIETY. 


Tue annual meeting of the Royal Agricultural Society this year 
held at Lincoln, has proved, as was expected, a very successful 
one. The locality was likely to produce a good show of stock, 
being conveniently situated for the breeders of the northern and 
midland districts. More time than usual bas this year been 
applied to testing the various implements offered for competition, 
and the result has been to prove the increased efficiency of the 
implements produced by nearly all the manufacturers. A marked 
improvement has taken place in all the horse implements and 
machines as regards simplicity of construction and action, a point 
which must be made of the first consideration in all agricultural 
works. We think these trials and the prizes offered for the best 
are of considerable value to the agricultural community—though 
of course the premiums offered can only be regarded as merely 
hooorary prizes to men holding the position of the larger manu- 
facturers—because they furnish the opportunity of comparisons of 
the implements in actual work under the inspection of keen 
practical judges of such matters. Of course a prize is of great 
commercial value to a successful competitor, and we do not con- 
cur in the remarks of the Zimes correspondent as to the action 
of the Society in that respect. That writer says offering prizes 
for implements is an error, and adds :— 

The Council of the Royal Agricultural Society cannot surely imagine that 
their premiums of 51, 10J, or 20/ have any influence whatever in inducing 
business men, the employers of hundreds of mechanics and artisans, to come 
to their shows to exhibit large quantities of goods there, and, even where the 
railways are most liberal, whichgjwe understand has not been the case with 
some in this district, to incur considerable expense in doing so. The obvious 
truth is, that they come because space injthe Society’s show-yard has a com- 
mercial'value without any award of exceilence upon trial, and because that com- 
mercial value is immensely enhanced by a decision of the judges in favour 
of any article exhibited. Whby, then, should a voluntary association, which 
works for no pecuniary profit itself, and is bound only to promote the public 
goodj in a specified direction, cripple its means of usefulness by money 
Pp yments to people who are so well off already ? If a little exhibitor, de- 
serving encouragement, stands in need of funds, and the Society don’t know 
what to do with their money, by all means let them consider such a case, 
but to be pelting with their 5/, 101, and 207 notes large and prosperous 
manufacturers is @ manifest absurdity, and the same arguments apply 
equally to the breeders of stock, whose tendency to over-fatten their ani- 
male, if it cannot be reached in one way, might, perhaps, be controlled in 
another. At present the Council, by its management, exposes itself to the 
imputation of being a mere stalking-horse for the impiement makers on the 
one hand, and the breeders on the other. Such a suspicion, we believe, to 
be unfounded, but anything calculated to countenance it should be resolutely 
swept away. It must be borne in mind that the system of prizes, aa at pre- 
sent administered, operates very unfairly, unduly exalting the value of one 
man’s property, aud depreciating that of another, when experienced judge®, 
assisted by dynamometers and other appliances, may have taken hours to deter- 
mine the fine shades of difference between them. 


Why surely it is in becoming what this writer calls “the stalk- 
ing-horse for the implement makers and breeders” that the 
Society’s usefulness consists. Who will employ capital in 
making implements, or in the still more tedious processes 0 
breeding stock,*except with a view to profit, and how can a society 
of amateur agriculturists apply their funds and time better than 
in affording the implement manufacturers the widest field for 
competition with each other, and the most ample opportunities 
for exhibiting their commodities to the public? Does any one 
suppose implements are made or costly stock bred to please 4 
few dilettante agriculturists? The Society’s claims to usefulness 
consists mainly in its being “the stalking-horse” to the com- 
mercial objects of those whose business it is to sell their goods or 
their stock to the practical agriculturiste. , 

In the stock show the Shorthorns were in great force, but in 
number and character a more perfect exhibition in this class has 
never been offered to the public. The Herefords and Devons 
were less strong, but still both classes were fairly represented. 
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Though in certain districts Herefords and Devons wiil prevail, 
and a few individuals in other districts may adopt them from 
some peculiar grounds of preference, the Shorthorn is the breed 
which in all districts and amongst the stocks of rent-paying 
farmers is effecting the greatest amount of improvement in British 
cattle. No cross is so safe to obtain a profitable cross-bred beast 
for the shambles as the Shorthorn, whatever be the other breed 
used. From no other breed have our dairy stocks derived such 
certain and extensive advantage as theShorthorn, Possibly some 
of the smaller breeds, such as Scots, Devons, and perhaps Here- 
fords, may produce meat regarded by the pampered appetite of 
the epicure as somewhat more highly flavoured, but for quantity 
and quality combined the Shorthorn ox stands at a long interval 
before all other breeds, He is emphatically the beast of the 
farmer and of the mass of beef-eaters. 

Next to Shorthorns the Cotswold sheep formed the marked feature 
ofthe Lincoln show. ‘This breed has been for some years rising ia 
estimation, and that in spite of a certain dispositioc to slight them 
until recently betrayed by the Royal Agricultural Society, most of 
whose active members were prejudiced in favour of Leicesters or 
Southdowns, But, like the Shorthorn, the Cotswold sheep has forced 
himself into the first place amongst our breeds of sheep by its intrin- 
sic qualities, and its usefulness in the improvement of all other breeds. 
The Society now offers prizes for these sheep of equal amounts to the 
prizes offered for Downs and Leicesters. Another point of compari- 
son between Shorthorns and Leicesters may be found in the fact, 
that a considerable demand for both has lately arisen from the 
United States and Canada, 

Some disappointment was expressed at the show of Lincoln sheep, 
but it must be remembered that the original Lincoln was notable | 
chiefly for his size and weight of fleece, The modern Lincoln sheep 
is largely indebted to Leicester blood ; but improvement is still ne- 
cessary, and the Cotswold is the source from whence it must be 
derived. 

Of the incidents at the dinner the most noticeable are, the pre- 
sence of six gentlemen sent from France by the Minister of Agri- 
culture to report on the implements and stock; and the remarks of 
Lord Car'isle on his recent observation of rural industry in Eastern 
Europe. Of the people there his Lordship said :— 

Though they occupy some of the first and most capacious districts in the 
world, yet their farming processes and implements do not certainly exhibit 
much resemblance to those which are exhibited in the show-yard of Lincoln, 
and I believe have undergone very little change since the days of Homer. But 
I fear that we ought not to despond even in this respect, for it did happen to 
me, upou a very extensive farm now being brought into cultivation by our most 
enlightened and excellent Eaglish consul, Mr Calvert, it did bappento me, I may 
say, with my own eyes to see, on the actual plain of Troy, implements inseribed 
with the respected names of Garrett, of Saxmundham, and of Crosskill, of Be- 
verley; and I believe this is the real, true solution of the Eastern question, 
about which we hear so much, and that neither our fleets, however well 
manned, no our armies, however valorous, nor our diplomatiste, however 
skilful, can do so much asthe plough, the spade, and the draining tile, to 
revive exhausted provinces, and to reerui: failing populatione. 

We trust this hint will not be lost sight of, and that when the war 
ends we may leave behind our armies in Turkey some of the germs 
of social improvement afforded by our modern arts of agriculture aud 
trade. : 





INVERNESS SHEEP AND WOOL FAIR. 


Tue large fair held in this month at Inverness has been well attended 
this season, but business was much affected by the present depression 
of the wool trade. The fair continued from the 13th to the 15th inst. 
Of the proceedings there the Inverness Courier reports :— 

There never was a market here at which there was greater reluctance to con- 
clude bargains. The attendance of dealere from the south was equal to that 
of former years, including several new visitore, but most of the sheep buyera 
had lost by their last year’s transactions (which were higher by twenty percent. 
than those of the previous year), and they came resolved not to give 82 much 
this season. On the other hand, the farmers, knowing the high price of mut- 
ton, and anticipating a good turnip crop generally, could not understand why 
there should be any material reduction in the value of sheep. ‘The wool buyers 
from Yorkshire appeared disheartened, and intent only on low prices. This 
trade has been declining lately, owing to various causes. The state of the 
money market and high rates of discount restrict operations in the manufac- 
turing districts. War has unsettled trade; the high price of provisions limits 
the means of the bulk ofthe population to buy manufactured articles; aud the 
state of the labour market, with continued emigration from this country, also 
checks enterprise and speculation. To derange matters still more, the recent 
serious failures in Bradford have spread something like a panic over the king- 
dom. Our farmers knew if the staplers bought at this market they could only 
buy to “hold on,” and though some clips were disposed of, the principal far- 
mers considered it best to hold on themselves and take the chance of future 
markets. Steam communication offers facilities for making consignments to 
the southern agents; and we observe that the southern railway companies are 
pushing their trade with the northern farmers. If the present appearance of 
the crops be realised, the prospect is that wool will speedily recover from its 
great depression, The result of the prevent state of things has been that there 
has been some reduction in the price of sheep at our market, and scarcely any 
business done in wool. On such lots of ewes and wedders as sold high last year, 
the fall has been about 26 a head; on others from isto is6d. Lambs were 
most in demand, and the reduction in this description of stock has ranged from 
6d to 1s. Wool that cold readily last year at 21s 6d per stone, could not ob- 
tain a higher offer than 14s 6d, and the moat of the northern fleeces will be 
consigned to the commission agents, 

At the dinuer, over which Mr Mackintosh, of Raigmore, presided, 
Mr Guinn, on returning thanks for the toast of the “ Factors of the 
Highlands,” thus referred to the improvements in sheep farming 
there. He said :— 

He was oue of the oldest fectors iu the north. He was now within a f-w | 
months of being a factor for forty years. He was thus, as they might believe, 
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came to the north of Scotland now, and who had seen it forty years ago, to 
compare the country as it now was with what it had been then, that a favour- 
able judgment might be obtained of the success of the efforts made in the inter- 
val. This was then ‘erra incognita, It took some three weeks to travel 
then what could now be traversed in three days: the Highlands now com- 
peted with the south in the crops raised, aud they beat them in sheep stock. 
His late esteemed friend, Mr Craig, had said that they had in Satherland the 
best Cheviot sheep ia the world. The reason he gave for saying so, was that 
- had gone with his stock to every show in Britain, and bad carried away the 
prizes. 

Some of the north country sheep-feeders complained that the prices 
offered by the buyers did not correspond with the present high price 
of mutton ; while the buyers complained that their purchases at the 
same fair last year had proved the reverse of profitable,

Rapeseed and linseed crops are small, but the quality is generally 
satisfactory.

From our Paris QGorrespondent. 


Paris, July 20, 1854. 

The news from Spain has startled our diplomatists, The Eastern question 

had engrossed till now the public attention, The military movement 
which began at Madrid, has made a great progress in spite of the official 
statements of the Spanish Government, which declared that the insurgents 
had found no sympathy in the provinces and were already dispersed. We 
know now that Barcelona and all the principal towns of Catalonia, have 
made their pronunciamentos. General Serrano is marching towards Seville, 
to endeavour to raise this province. All theregiments which are sent against 
the insurgents join them, so that Isabella’s Government is in a very danger- 
ous situation. It is already announced that Maria Christina has been 
obliged to take refuge in France, and has arrived at Bayonne. The insurgents 
continue indeed to cry, “ Long live the Queen!” but it is believed that 
they intend to change the Government, and appoint another King. It was 
observed with much surprise that the French Government seemed rather 
favourable to this revolution, the language of the Constitutionnel, and even 
of the Moniteur, countenanced the insurgents, so that it was hinted that Louis 
Napoleon would not see with regret the fall of the Bourbon dynasty in Spain. 
It was added that there was a strong party in Spain favourable to the an- 
nexation of Portugal to Spain, with the preclamation of Don Pedro as king 
of the two kingdoms. But the execution of such a project isnot easy. As 
soon as the military movement broke out in Madrid, several parties began 
to raise their colours. There are the Republicans who made an attempt in 
Barcelona, and were defeated by the military party. The Montemolinists 
begin to stir in the mountains, and the adberants of the Prince of Mont- 
pensier think of availing themselves of the present circumstances to proclaim 
the Duke Lieut.-General of the kingdom. It is objected however that Narvaez 
is secretly access: ry to the revolt of the Generals O'Donnell and Dulce. He 
is devoted to Queen Isabella, but at the same timefhe is a mortal enemy of 
Queen Maria Christina. Ifthe queen-mother be exiled, and a new cabinet 
be appointed, with Narvaez as President,it may bethat the present revolution 
may be averted. 

Weare every day expecting important news from the East. The 
Russians have been driven back from Giurgevo, after a bloody battle, in 
which the Anglo-French troops took a prominent part. One of our regiments, 
the 25th of the line, sustained great losses, but the Zouaves who fought with 
an undaunted intrepidity, forced the Russians to abandon the field of 
battle.

EXTENT OF DISCOUNTS BY THE BANK OF ENGLAND. 


To the Editor of the Economist. 

Siz,—In the leading article in your last number, under the title 
quoted atthe head of this letter, you do me the honour to refer to 
certain estimates,* made by me at the close of the year 1849, 
relative, among other points, to the amount in sterling of bills of ex- 
change constantly under discount “from the resources or by the in- 
tervention of London ;” and with reference to that article I venture 
to ask your permission to say a few words. 

The very useful return (No 342, 1854) just obtained by Mr Hume is, 
as regards the first portion of it, a continuation of App., No. 14, of the 
Commons Report ot 1848 on Commercial Distress. That appendix 
carries back the statement of the aggregate amount of the monthly 
discounts of the Bank of England to January, 1844, and it may be 
convenient to insert here the figures, viz. :—

It is quite apparent from this table, that the extent of the dis- 
count business of the Bank, during the last ten years and a half, 
has been materially affected by circumstances other than those con- 
nected with the prosperous or unprosperous condition of the gene- 
ral commerce of the country during the respective years. In the 
active year of 1844, for example, the aggregate discounts were little 
more than 24 millions. In the still more active and still more pros- 
perous year of 1852, they were only one-third ‘of the amount (8} 
millions) of the discounts of the year following—a year, I grant, 
of greater activity, but by no means so much greater as to admit 
of accurate representation by the proportion of one to three. 

Without going into detail, it will be found, I believe, that the 
aggzegate discounts of the Bank of England are governed mainly 
by the relation borne by the Bank rate of discount to the market 
rate. In 1844, the Bank rate was on the whole above the market, 
and its discounts were small; the same was more or less the case in 
1849, in 1850, and im 1852, In 1851, and still more in 1858, the 
market rate several times overtook and exceed:d the Bank rate, 
and hence the large aggregate discounts of those years. 

In the paper in the “Statistical Journal” already referred to, and 
written in 1849, I endeavoured to give a very full account of the 
process, partly resting on actual facts and partly on hypothesis, by 
which I arrived at the conclusion that there were at that time, under 
ordinary circumstances, constantly under discount, either trom the 
resources or through the intervention of London, bills of exchange 
to the aggregate amount of 78,000,000/, and that this large sum was 
furnished in the proportions of 

£30,000,000 derived from the London balances of Country Banks.

Supposing the average unexpired date of all the bills discounted 
by the Bank of England to be three months, a sum of five millions 
constantly under discount would give an aggregate of twenty 
millions a year, and such a sum, as we see by the figures derived from 
Mr Hume’s paper, would very greatly exceed the actual fact in seven 
cases out of ten. But the unexpired date is certainly less than three 
months, and hence it would appear that an assignment of five 
millions, as the constant share of the Bank in the London discount 
funds, is on the whole somewhat beyond the truth, and such ap i- 
ference receives great countenance from a careful examination 
the weekly balance sheets of the Bunk of Evgiand for the years 


1841 to 1847, as given in App., No. 8, ot the Commons Report of 1848. ” 


I quite agree with you in thinking that there is no reason to sup- 
pose that the aggregate discounts out of doors in 1853 increased in 
anything like the ratio which appears ou the face of the discount re~ 
turns of the Bank of England.

SUGAR DUTIES. 
To the Editor of the Economist. 

Sira,—after the time taken by Messrs E. Goodhart, Son, and 
Patrick, to reply to my statement of 24th ult., one might reasonably 
have expected that any remarks they had to offer would have been 
couched in quiet and courteous terms. Truth is strong in itself, and 
an adversary resorting to abuse only betrays the weakness of his 
arguments, 

“One fact is worth a thousand assertions,” certainly. How strange 
that Messrs Goodhart shou!d not see that I stated nothing but facts, 
and that they state nothing but assertions! A “ Lover of Truth” 
partly impugned my statement, but he left undisturbed the great 
and stubborn fact, that the Dutch refiner is required to export 
79 41-100th per cent, of refined sugar to cover the duty on 100 per 
cent. of raw sugar, while the new sugar law in this country enables 
the British refiner to recover the duty on raw sugar by the exporta- 
tion of only 734 per cent. of refined sugar. Let Messrs Goodhart 
controvert this fact if they can. Their assertion that 17s drawback 
would only be equivalent to the duties they would have had to pay 
upon the sugar they worked during the past year in Lond, is only 
another attempt at mystifying the uninitiated. Messrs G. worked 
large quantities of Dutch refined sugar, subject to the refined duty, 
but they paid no duty, and took refined sugar instead of raw, because 
they could thereby «xpedite the production of their loaf sugar, for 
which they had un extraordinary demand, at very high prices. So 


| great was this demand, that some home-trade refiners were erabled to 


export loaf sugar under the drawback of 123 6d per cwt, which at 

once proves the absurd'ty of the assertion of a claim to 17s drawback. 

That is the merit of Messrs Goodhart’s statement, and I willingly 

leave it to any impartial reader, on comparison of my facts with 

Messrs G.’s assertions, to say whose statements deserve greater 

credence.—I remain, Sir, your obedient servant, 
London, July 21, 1854. 


SUGAR DUTIES AND DRAWBACKS. 
To the Editor of the Economist. 

Srr,—Admitting that all your correspondents who are permitted to avail 
of your valuable publication, to make known their views upon subjects con- 
sidered of public interest, must be prepared to see any errors in calculation, 
orfprinciple, which may appear in their communications exposed by others, 
more accurate or intelligent—the privilege of stigmatising them as “fallacies,” 
without producing any evidence ig support of such a charge, or calling in 
question the “‘ purity of the motives” of their authors, cannot however be 
commended to anyone. In the Economist of the 15th inst. Messrs Good- 
hart, Son, and Co., London refiners, seem disposed to assume this privilege in 
the comments they make upon my remarks and those of your other corre- 

ndents, in connection with the new sugar laws of England, and those of 
Holland and Belgium, which you had so obligingly published. I therefore 
feel authorised to call upon them to point out the “ fallacies” which they 
alleged to be “ so easily discoverable” in my statements, and at the same 
time to make known, for the information of all interested in the sugar trade, 
the proofs they say they are prepared to furnish, *‘ that a drawback of even 
17s per cwt would only be equivalent to the duties that would be levied by 
the new sugar Jaw on the qualities of the raw sugar refined by them 
during the past year.” As such a drawback upon the produce of sugars 
subject to 11s per cwt duty implies a yield of only 64 7-10 per cent. or 
72% lbs per cwt, Messrs Goodhart and Co., in establishing the correctness 
of their assertion, will, I hope, also make known, on what grounds they can 
view with any apprehension the competition the British refiners are ex- 
posed to by the new law from the admission into the home market of Dutch 
and Belgian refined sugars, which are produced under a system requiring 
the export of 89 lbs and 91 Ibs respectively, to liquidate the duty levied on 
every 112 Ibs raw sugars employed, however low the quality; the same 
goods being besides burthened with charges of transport not less than 1s 6d 
per ewt, and a protective duty in England of 1s per cwt in addition. I do 
not deem it necessary to occupy the space necessary to reply to the various 
queries with which Messrs Goodhart and Co. close their letter, as with 
the information connected with the Dutch and Belgian sugar laws, already 
communicated, I do not think any British refiner ‘can require further ex-

PORTS IN THE BLACK SEA. 
To the Editor of the Economist. 

Srr.—“ The aspect of warlike affairs.” In your able article under the 
above head in last week's Economist you say—“ There is not in the whole 
Black Sea a single port, except Sebastopol, where our ships could shelter or 
be safely stationed.” There are two good natural ports on the Circassian 
coast ; but I will only tame one, Soudjouk Kaleh, or Bay. This bay or 
inland water is oblong, four to six miles by about two miles, with an entrance 
near the eastern end"upwards of a mile wide. It is parallel to the Black Sea 
beach, from which it is separated by very high land, sloping gently into the 
bay. At the other side of the bay isthe Caucasian mountains, rising very 
abruptly from the water, A small stream runs into the extreme west end, 
near which the Russian army under General Rydafsky erected a new fort in 
1838, Another was already erected at the other end of the bay. In the 
service of this army, and in a British built steamer (Colchis), I navigated 
the waters of this bay daily, from the beginning of September to the close 
of November; and when Admiral Loyeroff landed his army of 10,000 men 
from his fleet of five ships of the line, on the 24th September, 1238, the 
Colchis was engaged taking soundings all round the bay. 18 to 20 feet was 
found within 100 yards of the beach at the worst place. The bay and 
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entrance is quite free from rocks or banks, the anchorage is good. Only forty 

miles by water, less by land, from Anapa ; and about two hundred from 

Sebastopol, I left this place in November, 1838. The snow was then upon

The principal part of the night was occupied with the consideration, in com~ 
mittee of the Bribery Bill, the d«cussion being resumed at 

Clause 17, which provides that an officer, to be culled the “‘ Auditor of 
Election Affairs,” shall be appointed, and that all the moneys paid by candi- 
dates at Parliamentary elections sha!l pass through hie hands. 

Lord John Russell amended the clause, so far as it related to the appoint- 
ment of the auditor, which he took out of the hands of the candidates, and 
entrusted, as an annual duty, to the reterning officer. 

A very long discussion took place upon this clause, and, apon division, it 
was carried by 133 to 74. 

Clause 18 was struck out by agreement. 

Clause 19, which provides that bills be sent in within a month after the 
election, and clause 20, which enacts that bills received withim such period 
ehall be sent to the election officer, were, after discusstop, agreed to. 

In clause 21, which enac’s that no payments shall be made exeept through 
the returning officer, the proposed penalty of loss of the seat was struck out. 
After further discussion, 

The clause, on division, was carried by 148 to 67.. 

The house then resumed. 

The report on the Stamp Acts was received. 

The Poor Law Continuance (Ireland) Bill passed through committee afer 
considerable resistance. 

The General Board of Health Bill was read a third time and passed. 

The Rassian Government Securities Bill was read a second time. —Adjourned 


until Monday. a 
Monday, July 17. 

Lord J. Rassell gave notice that he should next week move, in a committee 
of the whole house, a vote of credit for the purpose of carrying on the war. 
He hoped, he ad/led, tnat he should be able to lay the estimate upon the table 
by Thursday next. 

The house having resolved itself into a Committee of Supply, 

Lord J. Reseell, in moving an estimate to defray the expense of the depart- 
ment of the Secretary of State for the War Department, gave an outline of 
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changes in’ coatemplation in the military departments. There had been two 
questionr, he ssid, for the consideration of the Government—first, whether, 
in time of war, it was desirable to keep united the offices of Secretary of State 
for the Wer and for the Colonies ; secondly, with a view to the general arrange- 
ment of public business, whether it was desirable to make changes in the mili- 
tary departmentr, in order to simplify and consolidate the business. With 
regard to the first, the Government were of opinion that it was not desirable 
to keep the offices united. In respect to the second question, it appeared to 
them that the inconvenience complained of war, that the military departments 
being divided under several heads, there was no superintending head, which 
could take into view the wants and requirements of those several departments, 
and come toa final decision. The commissariat was pow a department of the 
Treasury, 2nd there were financial reasons for this arrangement. But it was 
not convenient, in other respecte, that the Treasury should have the superin- 
tendence of a department connected with the provisioning of the army, which 
should rather belong to the executive ministry of the army, and the Government 
were of opinion that the Secretary of State for the War Department should 
teke the direction of the commisrariat. Lord John then reviewed various sug- 
gested and prospective changes, but furbore to specify distinctly any that had 
been determined upon, except that the embodied militia would be placed 
under the Wer Secretary, and the disembodied militia would remain under 
the direction of the Home Secretary- The great change would be the separa- 
tion of the civil from the purely military departments of the army, the Com- 
mander-in-Chief and the Master-General of the Ordnance retaining all the 
military patronage, the civil appertaining to the Secretary of State ; so that 
the House of Commons would have before it the whole military expenditure, 
under the responsi ility of the Secretary of State. The changes in contem- 
plation must, he said, be carried into effect from time to time. It was im- 
possible to accomplish sll of them at the commencement of the war, and he 
asked for time to effect them under the responsibility of the Government. In 
conclusion, be moved a vote of 17,300/. 


Sir J. Pakington said, except that the commissariat was to be transferred 
from the Treasury to the new department, the Government appeared to have 
formed no distinct views, and they had appointed a Secretary of State for 
the War D.p:rtment without determining what were to be the duties of that 
important officer. 


Mr S. Herbert entered into detaile, in order, he said, to make more clear 
what were the intentions of the Government. He explained and justified 
their views, observing that the Government were bound, at this critical period, 
not to throw the whole military machine out of gear, but to feel their way, 
and maturely consider the changes before they were adopted. With respect 
to his own office, the functions of which he described, he was of opinion that 
it should be maintaived ; and he trusted that the house would not deprive 
the Government of the assistance and confidence nece«sary to effect those 
changes in the redistribution and reconstruction of the departments of the 
army which he was satiefed would ultimately promote its efficiency. 

The resolutign was egrecd to. 


The honse tiem went into committee upon the remaining clauses of the 
Bribery &c., Bill. 

On the 26th, which imposed certain penaities, including the guilt of a mis- 
demeanour, upon a person paying expenses of an election except to the can- 
didate or election officer, the words “guilty of a misdemeanour” were, on the 
motion of Lord J. Russell, etruck out. 


The 29th clause, which required the election officer to publish in a newe- 
paper an abstract of the account of election expenser, underwent a long ais- 
cussion and some amendments. It was carried, upon a division, by 178 to 94. 

Oa reaching the 33d clause, the Caairman reported progress. 

The house next went into committee on the Stamp Daties Bill, to which 
several new Clauses were udded. 

The Standard Gold and Silver Wares Bill paseed through committee. 

The Joint Stock Bank~ (Scotland) Bill was read a third time and passed, as 
well as the Poor Law Commission Continuance (Ireland) Bill, after an inef- 
— attempt by Colonel Dunne to limit its operation to two years, instead 
of five. 

Other bills were advanced a stage, and the house adjourned 


Tuesday, July 18. 

All the clausesof the Vaccination Act Amendment Bill (sent from the Lorde) 
were struck out except the second. The house went into committee on the 
Episoopal and Capitular E-tates Management Bill. 

The report of the Committee of Supply was brought up and agreed to. 

The Jamaica Locn Bill, the Royal Military Asylum Bill, and the Criminal 
Justice Bill were severally read a third time and passed. 

Mr Bowyer moved for a select committee to inquire into the claims of the 
representatives of William Sturgeon on the funds allotted by the French 
Government to compensate British subjects for the confiscation of their property. 
Mr Sturgeon, he stated, bad expended a large sum of money in the establich- 
ment of a porcelain manufactory at Rouen ; his property had beeu confiscated 
in 1793, and the sum awarded (5,0001) was greatly below his claim. 

Mr J. Wilson stated reasons why he thought the house should pause before 
it granted this inquiry. Mr Sturgeon’s property had been plundered by a com- 
mon mob; so that his case did not come within the convention, and he was 
always unable to furvish any statement of the property he had lost. Neverthe- 
less, the commissioners, looking at all the circumstances, aid considering the 
high character of Mr Sturgeon, in 1827 mercifully recommended the Treasury 
to pay him 5,000/ in full of all his demands. The whole fund applicable to 
euch claims was now expended. 

After a few words frou Mr Maline, the motion was, upon a division, nega- 
tivec by a majority of 1, the ayes being 39, and the noes 40. 

Admiral Walcott moved for a select committee to inquire into the claims of 
Capt. Dickenson, R.N., on bebalf of himself, the officers, and crews of Her Ma- 
jesty’s vessels employed in the recovery of treasure in the wreck of Her Mejesty’s 
ship Thetis, off Cape Frio, on the coast of Brazil. 

Upon a division, this motion was negatived by a moejority of 1, the ayes 
being 40, and the noes 41, 

Mr W. Williams, in moving for a return of the number of petty officerr, sea- 
men, and marines who were flogged on board Her Mojesty’s sloop Star while 
under the command of Commander F. P. Warren, and the number of petty 
officers disrated and of able seamen reduced to ordinaries, dilated upon the sub- 
ject of flogging in the navy, and, with reference to the case of the Star, he ob- 
served that, if the averments made to him by the crew were correct, great mis- 
Management had taken place on board that ship, and the house ought to have 
information upon the subject. 

Sir J. Graham pointed out many inaccuracies in the speech of Mr Williams, 
and even in the terms of his motion, which assumed that petty officers of the 
Star had been flogged, whereas petty officers in the navy were not liable to be 


flogged. The case of the Star, he said, had been fully investigated, and the 
conclusion of the Admiralty was that, while there had been indiscretion ang 
misconduct on the part of the commanding officer, not of a character to justif y 
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a court-martial or supersession, on the part of the crew ‘there had been insub- 
ordination, as well as other misconduct. 

After some remarks the motion was withdrawn. 

Mr J. Greene moved for @ select committee to {consider the cheapest, most 
expeditious, and most efficient mode of providing for the printing required for 
the Houses of Parliament and the public service. He offered to point out a 
new mechanical process by which a saving of 40,0002 a year might be effected 
in this branch of the public expenditure. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer said the motion involved considerations of 
great importance. Two questions arose of a different character—first, whether 
the printing required for the service of the Government and the house was 
performed in the best and most economical manner, With regard to the ordi- 
nary printing for the Government, he was bound to say that he thought the 
best arrangements were made which the state of the market permitted; but as 
to the Parliamentary printing, he believed very considerable economy might be 
effected. At this advanced period of the session, however, he was of opinion 
that it would not be advantageous to appoint a committee. The motion was 
carried by 56 to 32. Some other business having been transacted, the house 
adjourned. 


Wednesday, July 19. 


Lord J. Russell, in moving that the Lords’ amendments to the Oxford 
University Bill be considered on the 27th inst., made a statement relative to 
the business before the house. The Lords having resolved that no bills 
from the Commons (except bills of supply) be read a second time after the 25th 
of July, unless of peculiar urgency, he proposed that the bills to be sent up 
to that house should be sent by Monday next, 

On the order for resuming the debate on the motion for leave to bring ina 
bill to alter and amend the law relating to church temporalities, &c., in 
ireland, adjourned on the 5th of July, Mr Serjeant Shee, in a long reply, 
answered the statements made by the oppovents of the measure. Upona 
division the motion for jJeave to introdace the bill was negatived by 117 
to 31. 

The house then went into committee on the Reformatory Schools (Scotland) 
Bill. 

Leave was given to Sir J. Young to bring in a bill to provide for the 
establishment of a national gallery of painting, sculpture, and the fine arte, 
and forthe care of a public library, in Dublin; to Mr Southeron, a bill to 
continue the acts in force relating to friendly societies; and to Sir J, Graham, 
a bill for altering and amending certain provisions which regulate process in the 
High Court of Admiralty. —Adjourned. 


Thursday, July 20. 


The house went into committee upon the remaining clauses of the Bribery, 
&e., Bill, beginning with the 23rd clause, containing the form of the declaration 
to be made by a candidate at the time of nomination, and by a member 
before taking his seat, in the discussion of which, occupying the whole of the 
sitting, the question as to the terms of the declaration Was mixed up with that 
of whether there should be any declaration. At length, after various 
amendments of its terms had been suggested, some of which were adopted 
and others rejected, the declaration emerged from the discussion in 
the following shape:—‘‘I do solemnly and sincerely declare that I have not 
knowingly made, authorised, or sanctioned, and that I will not knowingly 
make, authorise, or sanction any payment on account of my election, otherwise 
than through the election officer. save as exéepted and allowed by the Corrupt 
Practices Prevention Act (the present), 1854; nor have knowingly done, or 
will hereafter do, any act contrary to the provisions contained in sections 2 
and 4 of this act.” The declaration thus amended, was agreed to provisionally 
only, in order to allow of a division being taken upon the clause itself, which 
was carried by 138 to 119. 

In reply to a question by Mr Disraeli, Lord J. Russell stated that Her 
Mojeaty had been pleased to order that a message should be sent to the house, 
in pursuance of which he proposed to move on Monday a vote of credit for 
8,000,0002. There could be no necessity, he added, for a committee of ways 
and means. 

The house having returned into committee on the Bribery, &c., Bill, the re- 
maining clauses Were agreed to, with some amendments. 

The Ecclesiastical Jurisdiction Bill, and several other bills were reada 
second time. 

On the consideration of the report on the Stamp Daties Bil!, Mr Hamilton 
movec a clause to exempt from stamp duty all matriculations, degrees, and 
certificates of degrees, granted by the University of Dublin. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer objected to the proposal as an act 
of favouritism to one wealthy university, leaving the poor universities in 
Scotland subject to the tax. The question ought to be dealt with as a whole. 

On the motion of Mr Patten, the debate was adjourned. 

Several bills were read a third time and passed.— Adjourned. 

Friday, July 21. 

Several bills passed through committee. 

Oa the motion of Mr Wilson leave was given to bring in the following 
bills: —A bill to provide for the application of certain stock purchased with 
monies which arose from the sale of part of the land revenues of the Crown 
in Ireland, and a bill for the better securing the collecting and accounting 
for the land tax, assessed taxes, and income tax, &c.

COURT AND ARISTOCRACY. 
On Sunday, Her Majesty and Prince Albert, with the Prince of Wales, the 
Princess Roya!, the Princess Alice, and the Duchess of Kent, attended Divine 
service in the private chupel of Buckingham Palace. 

On Monday, the Queen held a Court at Buckingham Palace. Count Berns- 
torff had his first audience of Her Mojesty, and presented bis credentials a3 
Envoy Extraordinary and Minister Pienipotentiary from the King of Pra-sia. 
Her Mojesty and Prince Albert, with the Prince of Wales, the Princess Royal, 
Prince Alfred, the Princesses Alice, Helena, and Louisa, Prince Arthur, and 
Prince Leopold, left Buckingham Palace in the afternoon for Osborne, Isle 
of Wight. 

On Wednesday, the Queen and Prince walked in the grounds at Osborne. 

A meeting of the usual supporters of the Government was held in Downing 
street, at the private residence of the First Lord of the Treasury, on Monday. 
About 180 members of the House of Commons were present. 

A very influential deputation waited on Tuesday upon Mr Cardwell, at the 
Board of Trade, to explain their views on the subject of decimal cvinage, and, 
if possible, to procure that right hon. gentleman’s influence with the Cabinet 
for the promotion of its legalised introduction.

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METROPOLIS. 


Tar Crystal Patacs.—The official report informs hat the receipts 
from all sources down to the 8th Jaly, comprising four weeks from the open- 
ng, were as follows:—Season tickets, 25,3881 ; admissions, 13,0321; rental 
for space, 12,289"; refreshments, 11,5001; miscellaneous, 7042; total 72,913/. 

HEALTH oF LONDON DURING THE WEEK,—A thousand and fifteen deaths 
were registered in London in the week that ended last Saturday, a number 
which slightly exceede that of the previous week. In the ten corresponding 
weeks of the years 1844-53 the average number was 936, which, if raised in 
proportion to increase of populatiop, becomes 1,030. Hence it appears that 
the mortality of last week was below the calculated result, but differs from it 
only to a smal! amount. In the previous week the deaths arising from diseases 
of the zymotic class were 253; last week they numbered 270, while the average 
of corresponding weeks of former years was 285. The increase of 17 on the 
previous week is due principally to diarrhea, which with cholera now shows 
a disposition to become more prevalent, Fatal cases of diarrhasa were in the 
last two weeks 32 and 46. Five deaths from cholera were registered in the 
week. Last week the births of 752 boys, and 743 girls, in all 1,495 children, 
were registered in London, In the nine corresponding weeks of the years 
1845-53 the average number was1,274. At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, 
the mean height of the barometer in the week was 29°702 in. The mean 
temperature of the week was 56-4 degs., which is 5°5 degs, below the average 
of the same weck in 38 years. The mean dew-point temperature was 51°8 
dega., and between this and the mean temperature of the air the difference 
was 4°6 dege. The wind, which had been calm during part of the week, biew 
mostly from the south-west on thelast two days. The amount of rain that 
fell in the week was 0°87 in., nearly all of which fell on Tuesday an 
Wednesday. ha’ 


PROVINCES. 


TRoNMASTERS' QUARTERLY MEETING.—The final meeting of the ironmastera 
of the Dudley district has been held. We are informed that “‘there are a 
greater number of furnaces in blast than there were last quarter-day, one or 
two at Bentley having been since that time blown in. The pig-masters are 
in capital spirite, for, notwithstanding the high price of coal, and the scarcity 
of iron-stone (which is being imported into Staffordshire in considerable quan- 
tities), it is they who are really profiting by the high price of the commodity, 
the manufacturers’ prices being much lower in proportion. For plates for ship- 
building the orders are immense, but for rails the orders have declined ; this is 
not to be wondered at, having in view the stoppage of the Russian trade ; whilst 
in America rails are now quoted at only 8] per ton, the price of unmanu- 
factured iron here being considerably beyond it. 








IRELAND. 





EMIGRATION.—There is still, even at this advanced period of the season, a 
considerable extent of emigration; but nothing like what it was in the spring 
months. In many districts there is steady employment for agricultural la- 
bourers amongst improving farmer*, although the harvest will not commence 
for some weeks. The Ballinasloe Star mentions the following as a “ curious 
instance’’ of the benefits of emigration to an estate in the neighbourhood of that 
town :—“ A large number of the cottier class were assisted during the last few 
years by the landiord to emigrate, with the view in the first place of preventing 
the poor rates becoming too high, The motive, no doubt, was « praiseworthy 
one, as the pressure of the times would undoubtedly cause many poor persons 
to seek workhouse relief. While in similar cases, those who are fortunate 
enough to get across the Atlantic generally remit funds to bring their relatives 
out, this but seldom occurred on the property to which we refer. Remittances, 
indeed, were made, but for what purpose? to assist those left in the ‘ old coun- 
try’ to pay their rente; and during the last year the agent has received for pay- 
ment of rents well nigh 1,000/ sterling in the shape of American letters of credit.” 

Dustin Coustoms.—The customs duties received at the port of Dublin during 
the past week were 16,9001 against 21,7001 (a decrease of 4,800/) corresponding 
week last year. On tea, 5,385/; muscovado sugar, 1,267/; refined, 1,112/; 
coffee, 952; wine, 1,734/; spirits, 5881; tobacoo, 6,4242; and miscellaneons, 
352%. ‘The receipts from the Sth inst. amount to 25,200]; same time last year, 
88,1771. 


FOREIGN AND COLONIAL. 


FRANCE. 

This being the “ dead season,” it was not to be expected that trade 
would resume at present any degree of activity. The shopkeepers 
of Paris have sold as much as during the corresponding week of 
1853. The accounts from Beaucaire state that the fair would open 
under favourable auspices. A greater movement than last year was 
observable in the town, and many provincial merchants, who awaited 
that opportunity of renewing their stocks, had arrived. Prussian 
houses continue to make important purchases, both in Paris and the 
manufacturing districts, on account of Russia; but all the orders from 
Spain, which were more numerous this summer than usual, have been 
withdrawn, and the Paris and Lyons manufacturers, to whom they 
were more particularly addressed, have been obliged to suspend their 
execution until the result of the events now in progress in that 
country should be known. The intelligence from the departments 
with regard to the growing crops is satisfactory. The rain and storms 
have here and there done mischief, but, on the whole, it is calculated 
that the produce will exceed that of an averageyear. The fall in the 
price of wheat has been checked on the Paris market, and flour has 
scarcely risen 1 franc per hectolitre during the week, notwithstand- 
ing the continuance of rain. The present firmness solely arises from 
the certainty that the narvest will be three weeks later than usual, 
The harvest is now over in Spain, and the produce is much more 
abundant that in 1853. The advices from Piedmont, Italy, and Ger- 
many are most re-assuring. The price of wine still shows an up- 
ward tendency, although little business has been done of late in that 
article at Bercy. In the Aude, Herault, and Roussillon the vines 
have been more or Jess affected by the oidium. The Bordelais has been 
only partly attacked by the malady. Nevertheless, prices have risen 
to an amount which places wines beyond the reach of their ordinary 
consumers. In Burgundy and at Chalon-sur-Saone the temperature 
was frightful, and a rise of from 20f to 30f per 456 litres has already 
taken place.

SPALN. 

The insurrection in this country is spreading rapidly. The follow. 
ing is the latest news respecting the movement :—Advices from St 
Sebastian of the 18th state that the inhabitants of Saragossa and all 
the garrison have pronounced for the movement, and General Ignacio 
Gurral had taken command of the place. The Duke of Victory 
(Espartero) has left Logrono in order to put himself at the head of 
the movement. The Army of the North is under march in order to 
place itself under the duke. General Espartero is marching on 
Madrid at the head of the Army of the Centre, and General Zabala 
is marching in the same direction with the Army of the North. The 
insurgent troops from Vittoria, St Sebastian, and other places, and 
along with them numerous bands of the armed inhabitants of the 
different towns, are marchiog on Pampeluna, The insurrection has 
now become so formidable that it is im possible for the Goverament 
to resist it, especially as the French Government condemns the con- 
duct of the Ministry. 





TURKEY AND RUSSIA. 

The news at hand from the East this week is somewhat favourable. 
We are informed that an Anglo-French force, landed by ‘Turkish 
steamers, had occupied the Sulina mouth of the Danube. The 
Russian steam flotilia, threatened on all sides, was wandering up and 
down the Danube in despair of safety. The navigation of the river 
is completely re-established, and the steamboat of the Austrian 
Lloyd's has arrived at Galatz. In Asia, Kerim Pasha has surprised 
12,000 Russians in the mountains near Ardahan, and defeated them 
with the loss of six guns and 400 prisoners. The i..ed troops 
have crossed the Danube, and taken part in an engagement 
with the Russians at Guirgevo. The loss to the enemy was 
900 killed, and 2,500 wounded; but the Turks suffered severely. 
According to letters from Schumla of the of the 4th, Captain Butler, 
the heroic defender of Yelandi Tabia, a fort in Silistria, has died of 
his'wounds. The Presse states that, according to advices from Orsova 
of the 15th, after five hours’ fighting, Mehemet Pasha drove the Rus- 
sians from the Dobrudscha across the river, and occupied Czerna- 
voda. The whole of the left bank of the Danube between Kalafat 
and Oltenitza is fully occupied by the Turks. At Turnu, on the 9th 
Halim Pasha and Said Pasha, effected a junction with Iskender Bey, 
and attacked the Russians under General Pagoff and Bebutoff, and 
defeated them with great loss. Both the Russian generals were 
wounded. The Russian regiment Krementshuk got between the 
cross fire of two Russian batteries, and was nearly annihilated. 

The Oecsterreichische Correspondenz contains an article, the sense 
of which is, that on the one hand the recent communication from 
St Petersburg but incompletely answers the expectations of Austria; 
while Prussia, on the other hand, thinks it contains materials which 
may possibly serve as a basis for negotiations of peace. 

We learn that about 300 young men, nobles, tradesmen. and stu- 
dents, have been placed under surveillance in the Russian capital, on 
account of opinions formerly exprvssed. 

The Moniteur states that orders have been forwarded to the Admi- 
rals of the combined fleets in the Black Sea to establish immediately 
- —— of Russian ports situated in that sea and in the sea of 

zoff. 

Count Nesselrode has addressed a letter to Baron Budberg rela- 
tive to the disposition of the Wallachians towards the Russians. The 
Count says :—“ His Majesty the Czar wishes that you sould oppor- 
tunely make known to the Waillachians his displeasure at their 
strange conduct, particularly the Boyards, in regard to the Russian 
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changes in’ contemplation in the military departments. There had been two 
question, be said, for the consideration of the Government—first, whether, 
in time of war, it was desirable to keep united the offices of Secretary of State 
for the War and for the Colonies ; secondly, with a view to the general arrange- 
ment of public business, whether it was desirable to make changes in the mili- 
tary departmentr, in order to eimplify and consolidate the business. With 
regard to the firet, the Government were of opinion that it was not desirable 
to keep the offices united. In respect to the second question, it appeared to 
them that the inconvenience complained of war, that the military departments 
being divided under several heads, there was no superintending head, which 
could take into view the wants and requirements of those several departments, 
and come toa final decision. The commissariat was now a department of the 
Treasury, 2nd there were financial reasons for this arrangement. But it was 
not convenient, in other respecte, that the Treasury should have the superin- 
tendence of a department connected with the provisioning of the army, which 
should rather belong to the executive ministry of the army, and the Government 
were of opinion that the Secretary of State for the War Department should 
take the direction of the commiseariat. Lord John then reviewed various sug- 
gested and prospective changes, but furbore to specify distinctly any that had 
been determined upon, except that the embodied militia would be placed 
under the Wer Secretary, and the disembodied militia would remain under 
the direction of the Home Secretary- The great change would be the separa~- 
tion of the civil from the purely military departments of the army, the Com- 
mander-in-Chief and the Master-General of the Ordnance retaining all the 
military patronage, the civil appertaining to the Secretary of State ; so that 
the House of Commons would bave before it the whole military expenditure, 
under the responsil ility of the Secretary of State. The chavges in contem- 
plation must, he said, be carried into effect from time totime. It was im- 
possible to accomplish all of them at the commencement of the war, and he 
asked for time to effect them under the responsibility of the Government. In 
conclusion, be moved a vote of 17,3002. 


Sir J. Pakington said, except that the commissariat was to be transferred 
from the Treasury to the new department, the Government appeared to have 
formed no distinct views, aud they had appointed a Secretary of State for 
the War D.p:rtment without determining what were to be the duties of that 
important officer. 


Mr S. Herbert entered into detaile, in order, he said, to make more clear 
what were the intentions of the Government. He explained and justified 
their views, observing that the Government were bound, at this critical period, 
not to throw the whole military machine out of gear, but to feel their way, 
and maturely consider the changes before they were adopted. With respect 
to his own office, the functions of which he described, he was of opinion that 
it should-be maintaived ; and he trusted that the house would not deprive 
the Government of the assistance and confidence nece«sary to effect those 
changes in the redistribution and reconstruction of the departments of the 
army which he was satiefied would ultimately promote its efficiency.

Mr Bowyer moved for a select committee to inquire into the claims of the 
representatives of William Sturgeon on the funds allotted by the French 
Government to compensate British subjects for the confiscation of their property. 
Mr Sturgeon, he stated, bad expended a large sum of money in the establish- 
ment of a porcelain manufactory at Rouen ; his property had beeu confiscated 
in 1793, and the sum awarded (5,000) was greatly below his claim. 

Mr J. Wilson stated reasons why he thought the house should pause before 
it granted this inquiry. Mr Sturgeon’s property had been plundered by a com- 
mon mob; 80 that his case did not come within the convention, and he was 
always unable to furoish any statement of the property he had lost. Neverthe- 
lesé, the commissioners, looking at all the circumstances, and considering the 
high character of Mr Sturgeon, in 1827 mercifully recommended the Treasury 
to pay him 5,000/ in full of all bis demande. The whole fund applicable to 
euch claims was now expended.

ject of flogging in the navy, and, with reference to the case of the Star, he ob- 
served that, if the averments made to him by the crew were correct, great mis- 
management had taken place on board that ship, and the house ought to have 
information upon the subject. 

Sir J. Graham pointed out many inaccuracies in the speech of Mr Williams, 
and even in the terms of his motion, which assumed that petty officers of the 
Star had been , Whereas petty officers in the navy were not liable to be 


flogged. The case of the Star, he said, had been fully investigated, and the 
conclusion of the Admiralty was that, while there had been indiscretion ang 
misconduct on the part of the commanding officer, not of a character to justif y 
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a court-martial or supersession, on the part of the crew ‘there had been insub- 
ordination, as well as other misconduct. 

After some remarks the motion was withdrawn. 

Mr J. Greene moved for a select committee to ‘consider the cheapest, most 
expeditious, and most efficient mode of providing for the printing required for 
the Houses of Parliament and the public service. He offered to point out a 
new mechanical process by which a saving of 40,0002 a year might be effected 
in this branch of the public expenditure. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer said the motion involved considerations of 
great importance. Two questions arose of a different character—first, whether 
the printing required for the service of the Government aud the house was 
performed in the best and most economical manner, With regard to the ordi- 
nary printing for the Government, he was bound to say that he thought the 
best arrangements were made which the state of the market permitted; but as 
to the Parliamentary printing, he believed very considerable economy might be 
effected. At this advanced period of the session, however, he was of opinion 
that it would not be advantageous to appoint a committee. The motion was 
carried by 56 to 32. Some other business having been transacted, the house 
adjourned. 


Wednesday, July 19. 


Lord J. Russell, in moving that the Lords’ amendments to the Oxford 
University Bill be considered on the 27th inst., made a statement relative to 
the business before the house. The Lords having resolved that no bills 
from the Commons (except bills of supply) be read @ second time after the 25th 
of July, unless of peculiar urgency, he proposed that the bills to be sent up 
to that house should be sent by Monday next, 

On the order for resuming the debate on the motion for leave to bring ina 
bill to alter and amend the law relating to church temporalities, &c., in 
ireland, adjourned on the 5th of July, Mr Serjeant Shee, in a long reply, 
answered the statements made by the oppovents of the measure. Upona 
division the motion for Jeave to introduce the bill was negatived by 117 
to 31. 

The house then went into committee on the Reformatory Schools (Scotland) 
Bill. 

Leave was given to Sir J. Young to bring in a bill to provide for the 
establishment of a national gallery of painting, sculpture, and the fine arte, 
and forthe care of a public library, in Dublin; to Mr Southeron, a bill to 
continue the acts in force relating to friendly societies; and to Sir J, Graham, 
a bill for altering and amending certain provisions which reguiate process in the 
High Court of Admiralty. —Adjourned. 


Thursday, July 20. 


The house went into committee upon the remaining clauses of the Bribery, 
&c., Bill, beginning with the 33rd clause, containing the form of the declaration 
to be made by a candidate at the time of nomination, and by a member 
before taking his seat, in the discussion of which, occupying the whole of the 
sitting, the question as to the terms of the declaration was mixed up with that 
of whether there should be any declaration. At length, after various 
amendments of its terms had been euggested, some of which were adopted 
and others rejected, the declaration emerged from the discussion in 
the following shape:—“I do solemnly and sincerely declare that I have not 
knowingly made, authorised, or sanctioned, and that I will not knowingly 
make, authorise, or sanction any payment on account of my election, otherwise 
than through the election officer. save as exéepted and allowed by the Corrupt 
Practices Prevention Act (the present), 1854; nor have knowingly done, or 
will hereafter do, any act contrary to the provisions contained in sections 2 
and 4 of this act.” The declaration thus amended, was agreed to provisionally 
only, in order to allow of a division being taken upon the clause itself, which 
was carried by 138 to 119. 

In reply to a question by Mr Disraeli, Lord J. Russell stated that Her 
Mojesty had been pleased to order that a message should be sent to the house, 
in pureuance of which he proposed to move on Monday a vote of credit for 
8,000,0002. There could be no necessity, he added, for a committee of ways 
and means. 

The house having returned into committee on the Bribery, &c., Bill, the re- 
maining clauses Were agreed to, with some amendments. 

The Ecclesiastical Jurisdiction Bill, and several other bills were reada 
second time. 

On the consideration of the report on the Stamp Daties Bil!, Mr Hamilton 
movec a clause to exempt from stamp duty all matriculations, degrees, and 
certificates of degrees, grated by the University of Dublin. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer objected to the proposal as an act 
of favouritism to one wealthy university, leaving the poor universities in 
Scotland subject to the tax, The question ought to be dealt with as a whole. 

On the motion of Mr Patten, the debate was adjourned. 

Several bills were read a third time and passed.— Adjourned. 

Friday, July 21. 

Several bills passed through committee. 

Oa the motion of Mr Wilson leave was given to bring in the following 
bills:—A bill to provide for the application of certain stock purchased with 
monies which arose from the sale of part of the land revenues of the Crown 
in Ireland, and a bill for the better securing the collecting and accounting 
for the land tax, assessed taxes, and income tax, &o.

COURT AND ARISTOCRACY. 
® On Sunday, Her Majesty and Prince Albert, with the Prince of Wales, the 
Princess Royal, the Princess Alice, and the Duchess of Kent, attended Divine 
service in the private chapel of Buckingham Palace. 

On Monday, the Queen held a Court at Buckingham Palace. Count Berns- 
torff had his first audience of Her Moejesty, and presented his credentials as 
Envoy Extraordinary and Minister Pienipotentiary from the Kiog of Pra-sia. 
Her Mojesty and Prince Albert, with the Prince of Wales, the Princess Royal, 
Prince Alfred, the Princesses Alice, Helene, and Louisa, Prince Arthur, and 
Prince Leopold, left Buckingham Palace in the afternoon for Osborne, Isle 
of Wight. 

On Wednesday, the Queen and Prince walked in the grounds at Osborne. 

A meeting of the usual supporters of the Government was held in Downing 
street, at the private residence of the First Lord of the Treasury, on Monday. 
About 180 members of the House of Commons were present. 

A very influential deputation waited on Tuesday upon Mr Cardwell, at the 
Board of Trade, to explaia their views on the eubject of decimal ovinage, and, 
if possible, to procure that right hon. gentleman’s influence with the Cabinet 
for the promotion of its legalised introduction.

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METROPOLIS. 


Tae Crystal Patacs.—The official report informs hat the receipts 
from all sources down to the 8th Jaly, comprising four weeks from the open- 
ng, were as follows:—Season tickets, 35,3882 ; admissions, 13,0321; rental 
for space, 12,289"; refreshments, 11,5001; miscellaneous, 7042; total 72,913/. 

HEALTH oF LONDON DURING THE WEEK,—A thousand and fifteen deaths 
were registered in London in the week that ended last Saturday, a number 
which slightly exceeds that of the previous week. In the ten correspondiog 
weeks of the years 1844-53 the average number was 936, which, if raised in 
proportion to increase of population, becomes 1,050. Hence it appears that 
the mortality of last week was below the calculated result, but differs from it 
only to a small amount. In the previous week the deaths arising from diseases 
of the zymotic class were 253; last week they numbered 270, while the average 
of corresponding weeks of former years was 285. The increase of 17 on the 
previous week is due principally to diarrbes, which with cholera now shows 
@ disposition to become more prevalent. Fatal cases of diarrhea were in the 
last two weeks 32 and 46. Five deaths from cholera were registered in the 
week. Last week the births of 752 boys, and 743 girls, in all 1,495 children, 
were registered in London, In the nine corresponding weeks of the years 
1845-53 the average number was1,274. At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, 
the mean height of the barometer in the week was 29°702 in. The mean 
temperature of the week was 56-4 degs., which is 5°5 degs, below the average 
of the same weck in 38 years. The mean dew-point temperature was 51°8 
degs., and between this and the mean temperature of the air the difference 
was 4'6 dege. The wind, which had been calm during part of the week, biew 
mostly from the south-west on thelast two daye. The amount of rain that 
fell in the week was 0°87 in., nearly all of which fell on Tuesday and 
Wednesday. the! 


PROVINCES. 


TRoNMASTERS’ QUARTERLY MEETING.—The final meeting of the ironmastera 
of the Dudley district has been held. We are informed that “there are a 
greater number of farnaces in blast than there were last quarter-day, one or 
two at Bentley having been since that time blown in. The pig-masters are 
in capital spirite, for, notwithstanding the high price of coal, and the scarcity 
of iron-stone (which is being imported into Staffordshire in considerable quan- 
tities), it is they who are really profiting by the high price of the commodity, 
the manufacturers’ prices being much lower in proportion. For plates for ship- 
building the orders are immense, but for rails the orders have declined; this is 
not to be wondered at, having in view the stoppage of the Russian trade ; whilst 
in America rails are now quoted at only 8! per ton, the price of unmanu- 
factured iron here being considerably beyond it. 


IRELAND. 














EMIGRATION.—There is still, even at this advanced period of the seasop, a 
considerable extent of emigration; but nothing like what it was in the spring 
months. In many districts there is steady employment for agricultural la- 
bourers amongst improving farmer‘, although the harvest will not commence 
for some weeks. The Sallinasloe Star mentions the following as a “ curious 
instance”’ of the benefits of emigration to an estate in the neighbourhood of that 
town :—“ A large number of the cottier class were assisted during the last few 
years by the landlord to emigrate, with the view in the first piace of preventing 
the poor rates becoming too high, The motive, no doubt, was a praiseworthy 
one, as the pressure of the times would undoubtedly cause many poor persons 
to seek workhouse relief. While in similar cases, those who are fortunate 
enough to get across the Atlantic generally remit funds to bring their relatives 
out, this but seldom occurred on the property to which we refer. Remittances, 
indeed, were made, but for what purpose? to assist those left in the ‘ old coun- 
try’ to pay their rente; and during the last year the agent has received for pay- 
ment of rents well nigh 1,000/ sterling in the shape of American letters of credit.” 

Dusiin Customs.—The customs duties received at the port of Dublin during 
the past week were 16,9001 against 21,7001 (a decrease of 4,800/) corresponding 
week last year. On tea, 5,386/; muscovado sugar, 1,267/; refined, 1,112/; 
coffee, 952; wine, 1,734/; spirits, 5887; tobacco, 6,4241; and miscellaneons, 
352%. ‘The receipts from the Sth inst. amount to 25,2002; same time last year, 
88,1771. 





FOREIGN AND COLONIAL. 


FRANCE, 

This being the “ dead season,” it was not to be expected that trade 
would resume at present any degree of activity. The shopkeepers 
of Paris have sold as muchas during the corresponding week of 
1853. The accounts from Beaucaire state that the fair would open 
under favourable auspices. A greater movement than last year was 
observable in the town, and many provincial merchants, who awaited 
that opportunity of renewing their stocks, had arrived. Prussian 
houses continue to make important purchases, both in Paris and the 
manufacturing districts, on account of Russia; but all the orders from 
Spain, which were more numerous this summer than usual, have been 
withdrawn, and the Paris and Lyons manufacturers, to whom they 
were more particularly addressed, have been obliged to suspend their 
execution until the result of the events now in progress in that 
country should be known. The intelligence from the departments 
with regard to the growing crops is satisfactory. The rain and storms 
have here and there done mischief, but, on the whole, it is calculated 
that the produce will exceed that of an averageyear. The fall in the 
price of wheat has been checked on the Paris market, and flour has 
scarcely risen 1 franc per hectolitre during the week, notwithstand- 
ing the continuance of rain. The present firmness solely arises from 
the certainty that the narvest will be three weeks later than usual, 
The harvest is now over in Spain, and the produce is much more 
abundant that in 1853. The advices from Piedmont, Italy, and Ger- 
many are most re-assuring. The price of wine still shows an up- 
ward tendency, although little business has been done of late in that 
article at Bercy. In the Aude, Herault, and Roussillon the vines 
have been more or less affected by the oidium. The Bordelais has been 
only partly attacked by the malady. Nevertheless, prices have risen 
to an amount which places wines beyond the reach of their ordinary 
consumers. In Burgundy and at Chalon-sur-Saone the temperature 
was frightful, and a rise of from 20f to 30f per 456 litres has already 
taken place.

SPAIN. 

The insurrection in this country is spreading rapidly. The follow- 
ing is the latest news respecting the movement :—Advices from St 
Sebastian of the 18th state that the inhabitants of Saragossa and all 
the garrison have pronounced for the movement, and General Ignacio 
Gurral had taken command of the place. The Duke of Victory 
(Espartero) has left Logrono in order to put himself at the head of 
the movement. The Army of the North is under march in order to 
place itself under the duke. General Espartero is marching on 
Madrid at the head of the Army of the Centre, and General Zabala 
is marching in the same direction with the Army of the North. The 
insurgent troops from Vittoria, St Sebastian, and other places, and 
along with them numerous bands of the armed inhabitants of the 
different towns, are marchiog on Pampelana. The insurrection has 
now become so formidable that it is impossible for the Goverament 
to resist it, especially as the French Government condemns the con- 
duct of the Ministry. 





TURKEY AND RUSSIA. 

The news at hand from the East this week is somewhat favourable. 
We are informed that an Anglo-French force, landed by Turkish 
steamers, had occupied the Sulina mouth of the Danube. The 
Russian steam flotilia, threatened on all sides, was wandering up and 
down the Danube in despair of safety. The navigation of the river 
is completely re-established, and the steamboat of the Austrian 
Lloyd's has arrived at Galatz. In Asia, Kerim Pasha has surprised 
12,000 Russians in the mountains near Ardahan, and defeated them 
with the loss of six guns and 400 prisoners. The ied troops 
have crossed the Danube, and taken part in an engagement 
with the Russians at Guirgevo. The loss to the enemy was 
900 killed, and 2,500 wounded; but the Turks suffered severely. 
According to letters from Schumla of the of the 4th, Captain Butler, 
the heroic defender of Yelandi Tabia, a fort in Silistria, has died ot 
his'wounds. The Presse states that, according to advices from Orsova 
of the 15th, after five hours’ fighting, Mehemet Pasha drove the Rus- 
sians from the Dobrudscha across the river, and occupied Czerna- 
voda. The whole of the left bank of the Danube between Kalafat 
and Oltenitza is fully occupied by the Turks. At Turnu, on the 9th 
Halim Pasha and Said Pasha, effected a junction with Iskender Bey, 
and attacked the Russians under General Pagoff and Bebutoff, and 
defeated them with great loss, Both the Russian generals were 
wounded. The Russian regiment Krementshuk got between the 
cross fire of two Russian batteries, and was nearly annihilated. 

The Oecsterreichische Correspondenz contains an article, the sense 
of which is, that on the one hand the recent communication from 
St Petersburg but incompletely answers the expectations of Austria; 
while Prussia, on the other hand, thinks it contains materials which 
may possibly serve as a basis for negotiations of peace. 

We learn that about 300 young men, nobles, tradesmen. and stu- 
dents, have been placed under surveiliance in the Russian capital, on 
account of opinions formerly expr«ssed. 

The Moniteur states that orders have been forwarded to the Admi- 
rals of the combined fleets in the Black Sea to estublish immediately 
a a of Russian ports situated in that sea and in the sea of 

zoff. 

Count Nesselrode has addressed a letter to Baron Budberg rela- 
tive to the disposition of the Wallachians towards the Russians. The 
Count says :—“ His Majesty the Czar wishes that you should oppor- 
tunely make known to the Waillachians his displeasure at their 
strange conduct, particularly the Boyards, in regard to the Russian 
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troops which have entered into the principalities, that they may 
free themselves for ever from the unbearable Turkish yoke. His 
Majesty the Czar considers it improper, at the present posture of 
affairs, that the associates of His Majesty in the true religion should 
meditate subjecting themselves to other than a Christian Government. 
If the Wallacians do not understand this, because they are too much 
under the heretical influence of the Powersof Western Europe, His 
Majesty the Emperor cannot leave unfalfilled the task intrusted to 
him by Heaven, as ‘the supreme head of right-believing Christians, 
namely, to rescue the members of the true Christian Greek religion 
for ever from Turkish dominion. His Majesty will carry out his 
task, in'spite of the interference of the other powerless states of here- 
tical Europe. We are with God—God with us, and the victory is 
ours. His Majesty the Czar commands that you, Sir Baron, shall 
strongly rebuke the Boyards and higher Wallachian functionaries for 
their illoyal conduct towards our troops. Soon will the time come 
when these refractory Wallachians will sorely repent that by their 
illoyalty they have to such a degree raised the ire of His Majesty. Be 
severe—severe, Sir Baron, to these lawless Wallachians—the more 
severe the better. This is the will of His Majesty the Czar.” 





AMERICA. 

The commercial advices from New York exhibit indications of 
considerable depression. The discount for bills, even of undoubted 
character, ranged from 15 to 18 per cent., and for loans on stock with 
a good margin 14 to 13 per cent. per month (or nearly 20 per cent. per 
annum) was freciy paid. Nothing fresh had transpired with regard to 
the prospects of the new Tariff Bill. The additional articles placed 
on the free list in the new bill are unimportant, but, by reducing 
the charge on woollen and cotton goods, sugar, &c., from the pre- 
sent rate of 30 per cent. \to 20 per cent., it will be of considerable 
advantage. Disappointment, however, was felt at its not setting 
free, a8 had ‘been anticipated, all raw materials for manufacture, 
and especially iron. In the House of Representatives the bill for an 
increase in the rates of postage throughout: the United States had 
paseed, and the charge for a single letter will thus be raised from 
1}d sterling to 24d.

The bulk of the business 
now doing is remarkably free from any vicious spirit of speculation, 
nearly all movements of a speculative nature being guided by eal- 
culations derived from a well-informed experience of the markets, 
Brandy—Firm at 11s, with a disposition on the part of speculators 
to purchase. Rum—During the last week some heavy transactions 
have been entered into. West Indian, 58 to 5s 6d. Geneva in 
cases—Firm at 193 6d. Wines—Stocks in general are heavy. 
Draught Ale—In great demand at 11/ per hogshead. Bottled Ale— 
Not much inquired for; Byass’s has sold at lls per dozen. 

“The production of goldin New South Wales,” says the Empire, 
“ remains at very much the same rate as when we last wrote, namely, 
about 3,000 ounces per week. No new discoveries of any importance 
have been made, and the stock of gold in the city is low. The bank 
has raised the rate of discount to 6 per cent., and the insurance 
offices are demanding war risks for England. ‘The last harvest was 
very good, and saved in good condition.” 

The Chamber of Commerce had been engaged in considering 
the subject of Government emigration, with a view to substitute 
otherand more approved machinery than that now employed. It is 
complained that the conditions imposed by the commissioners in 
England are of a very tedious and unnecessarily stringent character, 
and exclude many of those classes of operatives whose emigration 
to this colony would be most desirable. In place of this sysiem, it 
is proposed that emigrants shall first be imported, from whateve 
port of the United Kingdom they choose to start, and that on arriv 
ing at Sydney and passing an examination by the emigration authori- 
ties, and the payment into the treasury of one-fourth of their pas- 
sage money, a debenture on land to the whole amount shall be paid 
over either to the emigrant or to tae employer who provided his 


The following is from the summary of the Metbourne Argus of 
May 4:—‘ We are enabled to report that the prospects of the mines 
still continue encouraging, and that the produce has suffered no 
serious diminution. ‘The regular labour of the miners at the old 
sites hus been greatly disturbed by rushes to newly-discovered spots, 
which take a certain time to exhibit results. The new mines not 
yet developed are those of Tarrepgower, east of Forest Creek, and 
of Lake Omeo, in the Australian Alps, which are both said to be 
extremely rich; but the former cannot be tested till there is abun- 
dance of water, and the latter is comparatively unavailable in conse 
quence of a superabundance of that element. The following ex- 
hibit the statistics for two periods of four months in 1853 and 1854:— 
Arrivals of gold by escort—1853, to 30th April, 687,429 oz ; 1854, 
to 29th April, 627,514 oz. Shipments of gold—1853, to 30th April, 
760,645 oz; 1854, to 29th April, 713,330 0z. The amount conveyed 
to Melbourne and Geelong weekly by the Government armed escorts 
from the various gold-fields keeps up with remarkable regularity to 
about 40,000 ounces, valued at 160,0002.

INDIA. 

The following{items of intelligence respecting commercial affairs at 
Bombay have reached us per the overland mail :—Bombay, June 6. 
—During the past fortnight our money market has been dull, as 
usual at this season, and but little has occurred worthy of remark. 
Money is becoming more abundant in the bazaar now that the demand 
has nearly ceased, and a reduction of 1 per cent. in the rate of dis- 
count has been made by the Bank of Bombay. Government securi- 
ties and ali descriptions of joint stock shares are almost unsaleable. 
Few or no transactions of any kind in the general market have taken 
place during the past fortnight. The season may now be considered 
as closed, and the sales that have taken place have been by dealers 
on speculation, and, under these circumstances, it is impossible to give 
apy quotations with correctness, as the rates on almost all descriptions 
of manufacture must be regarded as nominal. The stocks in band 
all goods are heavy, aud more than sufficient to meet all probable de- 
mands, which for the next three months must be local. Cottoa— There 
is little or nothing doing. and prices are firm, notwithstandig unfa- 
vourable aceoun‘s from England and China, and this deters shipments 
to either markets. The stock is large, and is being stored up in view 
of the approaching rains. A few sales have taken place; the prices 
for Surat and Broach being 9ir, for Oomrawutty 89}r, and Dhollera 
80}r per candy. In other descriptions no transactions have occ 
125 bales of Surat, 9lr per candy; 300 candies Oomrawutty, 89r 8a 
per candy ; 450 bales Dhollera, 80r 8a per candy. Freights— Lhese 
have been maintained. Vessels have been taken up to supply ton- 
nage for goods received from the Malabar coast, the rates to Londoa 
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for general cargo being 4/ 15s, and for oil 5/ 15s to 6/ per ton; to Li- 
verpool, 4/ 5s, with 5! for oil ; but these rates must soon give way ; to 
China, 18r to 19r per candy. Exchange—Very few transactions on 
England have occurred in consequence of the limited eales of goods; 
still, however, rates have further declined, and may now be quoted at 
2s 4d to 2s 1d for first-class credits, and 2s 14d for local draughts at 
six months’ sight. 

The annexed report of the state of trade at Calcutta is dated May 
30 :—The accounts from the indigo districts continue of a most fa- 
vourable complexion. Up to date there have been exported 26,385 
chests, containing fy mds 1,00,420, of which 17,313 chests to Great 
Britain, 5,334 to France, 1,374 to America, 2,343 to Red Sea and 
Gulfs, and 6 to other places. Sugar has receded in price, some four 
to six annas per md, for stocks are accumulating, and freights are too 
high to admit of shipments. Saltpetre was rua up considerably, 
reaching rs 10-8 for fine qualities, and other varieties in proportion, 
but we may quote about four annas lower all round at present. In 
rice nothing can be done at present. Seeds, owing to the high freights 
ruling, have not participated in the rise, linseed being, in fact, 
easier, and mustard seed neglected. Rum has fallen to about 8 annas 
per gallon, in consequence of news that the East India spirit would 
not be taken for navy contracts. Cutch is a little better again, and a 
few lots of castor oil are going forward, but not much doiug in these 
or any of the minor articles of shipment. In cotion piece goods we 
had a lull after the last mail for afew days, the market then became 
rather active, and a fair amount of business has been done in the 
fortnight, except in Glasgow goods. Money is very plentiful, and 
obtainable on good security at moderate rates.

1854. According to the statistics of vessels entered inward, the port 
ot London shows an increase of 75, with 31,916 tonnage, the differ- 
ence between 365 vessels and 205,186 tonnage in 1853, and 440 ves- 
sels and 237,102 tonnage in 1854. Liverpool exhibits an increase of 
three vessels with 161 tonnage, the arrivals in the jformer period 
having been 129 vesseis with 77,319 tonnage, against in the latter 
132 vessels with 77,480 tonnage. In the case of Bristol there is an 
increase of four vessels with 3,157 tonnage, the difference between 23 
vessels with 7,826 tonnage, and 27 vessels with 10,983 tonnage. The 
return for the Clyde gives an increase of seven vessels with 
8,644 tonnage, the arrivals in 1853 having been 31 vessels with 

11,277 tonnage, and in 1854 38 vessels with 14,921 tonnage. 
The total increase presented is 89 vessels with 38,878 ton- 
nage, the difference between 548 vessels with 301,608 ton- 
nage, and 637 vessels with 340,486 tonnage; while the principal 
arrivals have been from Mauritius, Madras, New South Wales, 
Calcutta, Ceylon, China, Java, and Sumatra.

Tue lightest and most amusing article, and not the least instructive, 
of the “ Edinburgh Review” is on “ Teatotalism and Laws against 
the Liquor Trade.” ‘The harmless absurdities of the total abstainers 
supply the amusement, and the physiological effects of alcohol the in- 
struction. Moreover, the history of this now great social movement to 
put an end to the use of spirituous liquors—which embraces both hemi- 
spheres, which has its press, its apostles, its organised meetings, and 
has succeeded in influencing !egislatures in both hemispheres to pro- 
mote its views—is carefully given, Though the foolish exaggeration 
of some zealous advocates supply a laugh, there is no cynic spirit in 
the article, which throughout recognises the vast influence over the 
animal economy of alcohol, calmly discusses and desvribes its effeet 
in producing disease, brings forward numerous well-authenticated 
instances of health and vigour preserved under change of climate and 
in many adverse circumstances both by individuals and bodies of men 
making no use of alcohol in any form, and of men making use of it 
suffering greater mortality and being weaker, more unhealthy, and less 
able to perform a given quantity of work than the abstainers, and it 
advocates reasonably and philosophically the temperance doctrine ds fa- 
vourable alike to health and morals. Finding a reasonable support in 
such a quarter, the zealots in the cause may be charmed into modera- 
tion, and, dropping those peculiarities which now excite the mirth of 
their opponents, may meet them part of the way, and the temperance 
movement become altogether rational, benevolent, and improving. 
For a judicious statement of the whole case, the teatotallers may be 
much obliged to the “ Edinburgh.” The Review has also a care- 
ful article on the “ Orders in Council on Trade during War,” 
in which their legal and national bearings are discussed; a good 
history of “ Kafir Wars and Cape Policy,” in which the Kafirs have 
justice done them, and they are not exclusively blamed for the wars 
by which we have suffered; a solid article on *‘ European Emigration 
to the United States,” full of facts; an essay on “ The Great Social 
Problem,” which in the main is a very favourable review of the 
work by Mr Morrison, noticed in the Economist of April 29 
last. ‘Lhe subject is discussed at length without much light being 
thrown on the great preblem. On the popular topic of the 
day—our quarrel with Russia—the Review supplies two articles, 
one ahistory of the negotiations which led <to the war, while 
the other refers to the mode of carrying it on, present 
operations being illustrated by the = military history of 
the contests between the Russians and Turks. Both are useful 
and well-timed, sedately and orderly written, but both contain mat- 
ters of opinion that are already subject to controversy. There is a 
short article in favour of the “ Representation of Minorities,” anda 
long ove on “ Hermann’s Aschylus.”’ The reader will comprehend 
from the enumeration that all these are solid articles on serious mat- 
ters, and all are treated seriously. In every page there is evidence of 
diligence, schclarship, and care, and of well-regulated thought set 
forth in average writing. There is nothing in the present number, 
however, except the contrast, to our recollection, to remind us of the 
brilliant and witty; essays that heretofore appeared in the “ Edin- 
burgh,”

Tue “Quarterly” treats of the war more in relation to the Ministers 
than to its objects, and, taking Lord Lyndhurst’s speech for its text, 
is peculiarly severe on Lord Aberdeen. All other things are over- 
looked to have a partisan attack on the Ministers. We pass by 
articles on “ Latin Christianity,” on “ Classical Dictionaries,” and “The 
Drama,” from a sheer dislike to dip into so many very different sub- 
jects, to say that there are pleasant and interesting articles on 
“ Queen Elizabeth and her Favourites,” and on “ Missions in Mela- 
nesia and New Zealand,” from which much information may be 
gleaned of the manners of society in two conditions very different 
from our present condition. The great Queen and her favourites 
would now be as little tolerated as the Fijis (heretofore written Feejee) 
and their cannibalism. What reformed the successors of the great 
Queen is less apparent than what is reforming the F'ijis. A national 
progress has led England and Europe to a very different condition from 
that which prevailed in the age of Elizabeth; the Fijis are becoming re- 
volutionised by contact with men in a different stage of civilisation, and 
by the zeal of Christian missionaries. In the one article we are 
instructed by a fair description of the private life of one of the most 
renowned women that ever graced the world—in the other, we are hor- 
rified by a picture of superstitions as dark and disgusting as ever pre- 
vailed in the most remote antiquity, and ask for pictorial representa- 
tions of the Fijis to be sure that they are animals of the same form as 
ourselves. There is much amusing informativn, too, given 12 the 
article on “The House of Commons,” though some of it is 0 6 
common-place order, and the style is sometimes gossipping an 

familiar; it is, however, always plain and agreeable. The writer is 
evidently a person familiar with the House, and we know no book or

But the most striking article in the Review for us, 
extremely pleasant and valuable as are the other articles we have re- 
ferred to, is a history of the invention, progress, present and probable 
future extension of “ The Electric Telegraph.i’ This is full of anecdotes 
of this noble invention, while it accurately and philosophically describes 
its principles and explains themode of operation. The article will proba- 
bly form the staple of many future histories of the beginning and early 
progress of the most extraordinary and most astonishing of human 
arts, the effects of which far transcend all that was ever imagined pos- 
sible by fairy lore or magic power. After describing the principle 
of the invention and some of the steps’by which it was arrived at, the 

‘writer gives the following description of the first actual realisation of 
he project :— 









































THE FIRST MESSAGE, 

Following up his experimen, Professor Wheatetone worked out ‘the arrange- 
ments cf his telegraph, and having associated himself in 1837 with Mr Cooke, 
a practical mechanic, who had previously devoted much time to the same sub- 
ject, a patent was taken out in the |\June of that year in their joint names, 
Their telegraph had five wires and five needles; the latter being worked upon 
the face of a lozenge shaped dial inscribed with the letters of the alphabet, 
any one of which could be indicated by the convergence of two of the needles, 
This very ingenious instrument could be manipulated by any person who 
knew how to read, and did not labour under the disadvantage of working by 
a code which required time to be understood. Immediately upon the taking 
out of the patent, the directors of the North-Western Railway sanctioned the 
laying down of wires between the Euston equare and Camden Town stations, 
and towards the end of July the telegraph was ready to work. Late in the 
evening of the 25th of that month, in a dingy little room near the booking- 
office at Euston square, by the light of a flaring dip-candle, which only illu- 
minated the turrounding darknees, eat the inventor, with a beating pulse and 
a heart fall of hope. In an equally small room at the-Camden Town station, 
where the wires terminated, sat Mr Cooke, his co-patentee, and among otherr, 
two witnesses well known tofame, Mr Charles Fox and Mr Stephenson. These 
gentlemen listened to the first word spelt by that trembling tongue of steel 
which will only cease to discourse with the extinction of man himeelf. Mr 
Cooke in his turn touched the keys and returned the answer. “ Never did I 
feel such a tumultuous sensation before,” said the Professor, “as when all 
alone in the stil] room I heard the needles click, and as I spelled the words I 
felt all the magnitude of the invention, now proved to be practical beyond 
cavil or diepute.” The telegraph thenceforward, as far as its mechanism was 
concerned, went on without a check, and the modifications of this instrument 
which is stil! in use have been made for the purpose of rendering it more econo- 
mical in its construction aud working, two wires at present being employed, 
and in some cases only one. 


What the reviewer says, too, of the author of the invention is judi- 
cious. While he shows, from many successive and simultaneous dis- 
coveries, that the invention was provided for by the general course of 
society, and is as much the gift of Nature to civilised man as the 
river on which he voyages or the flowery earth on which he treads, 
the reviewer points out 


PROFESSOR WIHEATSTONE’S TRUE MERIT. 

There are some who dispute Professor Wheatston:’s claim, by urging that, 
inasmuch as all the main features of the telegraph existed before he took out 
his patent, there was nothing left to invent. ({t is true that much had been 
done, but it is equally certain that there was much to do, When Wheat- 
stone first directed hia attention to electricity as a means of communic: ting 
thoughts to a distance, the telegraph was a useless and inoperative machine. 
He and his partner established as a working, paying fact what had hitherto 
been little better than a philosophic toy. To those who now disparage the 
Professor’s labours we think it eufficient to reply by the admirable saying of 
the French savant, M. Biot—“ Nothing is so easy as the discovery of yester- 
day ; nothing so difficult as the discovery of to-day.” 


A Mr Hayward, of Manchester, is recorded as having managed to 
ass a resolution at a meeting of the proprietors of the Great Western 
ilway, denouncing the invention as a “ new-fangled scheme ;” and 
we presume, if this gentleman be now living, he will be heartily 
ashamed of his own want of discernment. ‘The telegraph was in 
reality brought into use by the railway, and is essential to safe travel- 
ling by it. Weare not disposed to speak harshly, therefore, after the 
reviewer, because there were more Haywards than one, of the “ folly 
and blindness of railway proprietors.” They were the men who really 
brought the invention into extensive practical operation, though some 
of them at first did not comprehend its utility. The first popular use 
of the telegraph began on the Great Western, and we transcribe a 
passage from the Review, illustrating the sort of messages sent and the 
advantage of low charges, which is exemplified, too, by the great use 
made of the telegraph by the people of the United States for all the 
purposes of common life: — 


THE EARLIEST USE OF THE TELEGRAPH. 

The tariff wae one sbilling per message. The effect of this low charge was 
to develop a class of business which seems beneath the notice of the powerful 
company now in possession of most of the telegraphic lines in the kingdom, 
The traneactions of the retail dealers are considered too petty, perhaps, for 
their attention: but there can be no doubt that the comfort of the public 
would be vastly increased, and also the revenues of the company, if they would 
only condescend to take a lesson by the commercia) experience of this shilling 
tariff, the working of which we will illustrate by transcribing from the tele- 
graph book at Paddington a few specimens of the meesages rent. 

“Commercial Newer. 1844, Nov. 1, Slough, 4.10 p.m.—‘ Send a messenger 
to Mr Harris, poulterer, Duke street, Manchester equare, and order him to send 
twelve more chickens to Mr Finch, High street, Windsor, by the 5.0 p.m. 
down train, without fail.’ Answer: Paddington, 5.5 p.m.—‘ The chickens 
are sent by the 5.0 p.m, train.’ 

“‘ Slongb, 7°35 p.m.—‘ A Mr Thomas B., a first class passenger, 6.30 p.m. 
train, left a blue cloak with @ velvet collar in first-class booking office. Send 
it by mail train if found.’ 

‘“ Paddington, 7.45 p.m.—‘ There are two such cloaks in the booking office: 
has Mr B.’s any ma:k on any part of it?” Slougb, 7:47 p.m.—‘Mr B.'s has 
the mark t¢ under the collar, inside,’ 

“ Paddington, 7.55 p.m.—* Cloak found, and will be sent on as requested.’ 

“Slough, Nov. 11, 1844, 4.3 p.m.—‘Send a messenger to Mr Hairir, Duke 
street, Manchester square, and request him to send 6 lbs of white bait and 
4 Ibe of sausages, by the 5.30 train, to Mr Finch, of Windsor; they must be 
sent by 5.30 down train, or not at all.’ 
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“Paddington, 5.27 p.m.—‘ Messenger returned with articles, which will be 
sent by 5.30 train as requested.’” 

The chances are that, woder the high tariff of the present company, the last 
message would not have been sent at all, and a very good dinner would per- 
haps have been spoiled in consequence ; or, if It had been sent, the 50 words 
of which it consists, counting numerals as lettere, would have come tu 88 6d! 
The first application of the telegraph to police purposes also took place about 
this time on the Great Western Railway, and, as it was the first intimation 
thieves got of the electric constable being on duty, it is fall of interest. The 
— extracts are from the telegraph book kept at the Paddington 
station :— 

“Eton Montem day, August, 28, 1844.~The Commissioners of Police have 
{sewed orders that several officers of the detective force shall be stationed at 
Paddington to watch the movements of suspicious persons, going by the down 
train, and give notice by the electric telegraph to the Slough station of the 
number of such suspected persons, and drese, their names if known, aleo the 
carriages in which they are.” 

Now come the messages following one after the other, and influencing the 
fate of the marked individuals with all the celerity, certainty, aud calmness of 
the Nemesis of the Greek drama : — 

‘Paddington, 10.20 a.m.—‘ Mail train just started. It contains three 
thiever, named Sparrow, Burrell, and Spurgeon, in the first compartment of the 
fourth first-class carriage.’ 

“ Slough, 10.48 a.m.—‘ Mail train arrived. The officers have cautioned the 
three thieves.’ 

“* Paddington, 10.50 a.m.—‘ Special train just left. It contained two thieves, 
one named Oliver Martiv, who is dressed in biack, crape on his hat; the other 
named Fiddler Dick, in biack trowsers and light blouse, Both in the third 
compartment of the first second-class carriage.’ 


“ Slough, 11.16 a.m,—’ Special train arrived. Officers have taken the two 
thieves into custody, a lady having lost her bag, containing a purse with two 
sovereigns and some silver in it; one of the sovereigns was sworn to by the 
lady as having been her property. It was found in Fiddler Dick’s wateh-fob.”” 

It appears that, on the arrival of the train, a policeman opened the door of 
the “ third compartment of the first second-class carriage,” ond asked the pas- 
sengers if they had missed anything ? A search in pockets and bags accordingly 
ensued, until one lady called out that her puree was gone, ‘ Fiddler Dick 
you are wanted, was the immediate demand of the police-officer, beckoning 
to the culprit, who came out of the carriage thunderstruck at the discovery, 
and gave himself up, together with the booty, with the air of a completely 
beaten man. The effect of the capture so cleverly brought about is thus spoken 
of in the telegraph book :— 

“Slough, 11.51 a,m.—* Several of the suspected persons who came by the 
various down-trains are lurking about Slough, uttering bitter invectives against 
the telegraph. Not one of those cautioned has ventured to proceed to the 
Montem.” 

Ever after this the lightfingered gentry avoided the railway and the too 
intelligent companion that ran beside it, and betook themselves again to the 
road—a retrograde step, to which on all great public occasions they continue to 
adhere. 

From this extremely valuabie article we will quote two more 
passage to show 





WHAT Is THOUGHT OF THE TELEGRAPH. 

The traveller, as he flies along in the train, and looks out upon the wires 
which seen stretched againet the sky like the ledger lines of muric, little 
dreams of these invisible conductors that are returning the current through the 
ground. In ninety-nine cases out of a hundred, indeed, the wires and their 
sustaining pos's represent to the spectator the entire telegraph. The following 
conversation between two navigators, overheard the other day by a friend, 
gives the most popular view of the way the telegraph works. “ I say, Jem, 
how do ’em jaw along them wires?” “ Why, Bill, they pulla at one end, and 
rings @ Dell at t’other.” Other again fancy that messages are conveyed by 
means of the vibrations of the meta’, for on windy days they sometimes give | 
out sounds like an olian harp: a fact which, according to Sir Francis Head, | 
called forth the remark from a North-W:stern driver to his stoker, ‘I say, 
Bill, aint they a giving it to em at Thrapstone ?” The more ignorant class of 
people actuslly believe that it conveys parcels and letters, and they sometimes 
carry them for tranemission to the office. |

WHAT MAY COME OF THE TELEGRAPH, | 
The project of connecting, telegraphically, England with America is at the || 
present moment seriously engaging the attention of scientific and commercial | 
men. The more dariog engincers are singuine of the practicability of leying | 
a submarine cable d.rectly across the Atlantic, from Galway to Cape Race in || 
Newfoundland. Now that we have Lieut. Maury’s authentic determination 
of the existence of a shelf across the North Atlantic, the soundings on which || 
are nowhere more than 1,500 fathome, the feasibility of the project is tolerabiy 1] 
certain. The principal que-tion ir, whether if a line were laid an electric cur- |; 
rent can be passed through 3,000 miles of cable. No doubt, by the expen- |' 
diture of enormous battery power, this might be accomplished through wires su2- 
pended in the air, but it is a question whether it can be done along a vast length 
of gutta percha coated wire, parsing through salt water. There ts such a thing 
as too great an insulation. Professor Faraday has shown that in such circum- 
stances the wire becomes a Leyden jar, and may be so charged with electricity 
that a current cannot, without the greatest difficulty, move through it. This 
is the objection to a direct cable between the two Continents: if, however, it 
can be overcome, doubtless the ocean path would in all possible cases be 
adopted where communications had to be mide between civilised ccuvtries 
having intermediate barbarou-, or ungenial lands. To escape this at present 
dubious ocean path it is proposed to carry the cable from the northernmost 
point of the Highlands of Scotiand to Iceland, by way of the Orkney, Shet- 
land, and Ferroe Islands—to lay it from Iceland across to the nearest point 
in Greenland, thence down the coast to Cape Farewell), where the cable would 
again take tothe water, span Davis’s Straite, and make right away across | 
Labrador and Upper Cimada to Quebec, Here it would lock in with the | 
North American meshwork of wires, which hold themselves out lke an open 
hand for the European grasp. The plan seems quite feasible, for in no part 
of the journey would the cable require to be more than 900 miles long; and 
as it seems pretty certain that a sandbank extends, with good soundings, all 
the way to Cape Farewell, there would be little difficulty in mooring the cable 
to a level and soft bottom. The only obstacle that we see is the strong par- 
tiality of the Esquimaux for old irop, and it would perhaps be tempting them 
too much to hang their coasts with this materia), juet ready to their hands. 
The want of settlements along this inhospitable arctic coast to protect the wire 
ie, we confess, a great drawback to the scheme; but, we fancy, posts might be 
organised at comparatively a small cost, considering the magnitude and im- 
portance of the undertaking. The mere expense of making and laying the 
cable would not be much more than double that of building the new West- 
minster bridge across the Thames. 
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Whilst England would thus grasp the West with one hand, her active 
children have plotted the seizure of the East with the other. It is determined 
to pass a cable from Genoa to Corsica,* and from thence to Sardinia. From 
the southernmost point of the latter island, Cape Spartivento, to the Gulf of 
Tunis, another capable can easily be carried. The direction thence (after 
giving off a coast branch to Algeria) will be along the African shore, by 
Tripoli to Alexandria, and eventually across Arabie, along the coasts of 
Persia and Beloochistan until it enters Scinde, and finally joins the wire at 
Hydrabed, which in all probability by that time will have advanced from 
Barmah, across the Indian peninsule, to welcome it. America will shortly 
carry her line of telegraph to the Pacific shore, and run it up the coast as far 
as San Francisco. Can there be any reasonable doubt that, before the end 
of the century, the one line advancing towards the West and the other to- 
wards the East—through China and Siberia—will gradually approach each 
other so closely that a short cable stretched across Behring Straits will bring 
the four quarters of the globe within speaking distance of each other, and 
enable the electric fire to “ put a girdle round the world in forty minutes.” 
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R. H. will see that his letter is superseded.

These returns are what might be 
expected in @ week including the payment of a large portion of 
the dividends, The decrease of securities is made up of 507,000/

large decrease of private deposits indicates a demand for money. 
The demand for money has again taken a start, and has been 
as active this week as at any previous period. It varies, how- 
ever, from day to day. To-day, probably a higher rate has been 
given for accommodation than at any period since money began 
to advance in price. Bills have been discounted above the 
sale rate, but it is supposed that the great demand is only tem-

the Alfred, 25,647 oz, valued at 89,7647; and by the Marion 
Moore, at Liverpool, 36,000 oz, valued at 144,000/, making a 
total of 558,364/. Both from Syduey and Melbourne sovereigns 
are now freely returned, and 3,290 were included in the 45,2567 
of gold shipped by the Golden Age, The known shipments of 
specie by the Peninsula and Oriental steamer Euxine amount to 
300,099/, of which 246,2682 is silver, and 53,831/ gold. The silver 
is still principally despatched to Calcutta, Hongkong, Canton, 
and Shanghai, and 35,000/ of the gold consists of sovereigns for 
Alexandria. 

The funds have again this week been subject to considerable 
fluctuation, caused cbiefly by the announcement that the Govern- 
ment meant to ask fora vote of credit, which was interpreted, 
according to fancy, to mean a loan for 20, 15, or 10 millions. When 
it was snnounced that the vote was limited to3 millions, and 
was provided for by the ways and means, the excitement subsided. 
Consols opened to-day somewhat higher than they closed yester- 
day, but the rise was not sustained, and, after the commencement 
of business, the price sunk to 923. ‘There is no want of money 
on the Stock Exchange.

The bill promoted by the directors of the Leeds and NortherD, 
tormerly the Leeds and Thirsk Railway, to which we have twice 
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adverted as likely to commit a gross injustice on the preference 
shareholders, has been thrown out of the House of Lords, with- 
out one of the witnesses for the opponents of the bill having been 


examined. The case was so completely against the promoters of 


the bill, that their own statement decided its fate. Such a deci- 
sion will be felt by the preference shareholders on all lines as a 


= security for their property, and it will raise the House of 


rds in their estimation. 

We know nothing connected with this part of our paper of more 
importance just now than the state of the American or New York 
money market, according to the latest arrival, and we there- 


fore give a copious extract from the New York Shipping and 


Commercial List, referring to the late improper proceedings :— 

The past week hos exhibited anything but indications of improve- 
ment in financial affairs, The demand for money continues very urgent, 
and the note brokers obtain very full rates. The eupply of capital is 
fully adequate to the requirements of the commercial community, but 
lenders, naturally enovgh, evince more than the usual caution in their 
selections of puper, which, if not of the best description, cannot be done 
except at very exorbitant rates. The embarrassments in the trading com- 
munity, resulting fom this protracted money pressure, are becoming more 
and more apparent every day, and prices of many of the leading commodi- 
ties are yieldinz in consequence, 

The discovery of an over-issue of nearly two million dollars of New York 
and New Haven Railroad etock by the President of that Company (Mr Ro- 
bert Schuyle:) bas caused great commotion in financial circles. Bat little 
else has been thought of or talked of in and about Wall street since our 
last, aud the admission is universal, that never was @ greater or @ more un- 
timely blow given to public confidence, which is the prop and pillar of public 
security. The bypothecation of this immense amount of stock, it seems, was 
all accomplished within the short space of three or four months—Schuyler, 
no doubt, intending, in the course of time, to make good the deficiency to 
the company. The growing stringency in the money market, however, to- 
gether with the coincident embarrassments in the business world generally, 
defeated this purpose—if it was intended—and disclosed to the world an 
operation we believe eutirely‘unparalleled in the annals of Wall street. The 
company is liable for the redemption of every dollar of the hypothecated 
stock. A transaction of this character will create nearly as marked a sen- 
sation in monetary circles abroad as it is doing here; for Mr Schuyler was as 
well known in Lombard street and in Paris, and in most of the German 
Cities, as he is in Wall street, It is eaid that there is a considerable portion 
of the New Haven stock held both in England and on the Continent, and 
the result cannot, therefore, but be injurious to American credit. The eum 
total of the misapplication of property is stated to be 2,305,000 dola, of 
which 1,900,000 dols consisted of the fraudulently issued stock, 200,000 dols 
bonds of the Harlem Railroad Company misapplied, and a diversion of 
105,000 dols advanced on iron. An uneasy feeling is apparent in regard to 
all other stocks. 

Since the above was written, it has been ascertained that Mr Kyle, the 
Seeretary of the New York and Harlem Railroad Company, has overdrawn his 
account to the extent of four thousand shares of stock, amounting at a par 
value to 4,000,000 dole. 

Mr Geo. L, Schuyler, brother of the defaulting Presideat, aware of the deli- 
cacy of his position as President of the Harlem Railroad Company, has re- 
signed his office, and relieved the Company from the embarrassmeat resulti ng 
from bie official connection with it. 

The demand for money was very active at the close, and the banks and dis- 
count houses were unable to satisfy all the applicants. The current rates for 
money are as follows :—Loans on call, 7 per cent. ; prime 60 to 90 days’ paper, 
12 to 15; prime 4 and 6 mos. paper, 15 to 18; railroad paper, 15. The re- 
ceipts at the Assistant Treasurer’s offica yesterday were 167,788 dole; pay- 
mente, 57,536 dols; leaving a balance on hand lest evening of 9,727,573 dols, 
The amount of Treasury notes outstanding on the let inst. was 113,211 dols 
64c, of which 103,461 dole 64¢ was issued prior to the 22nd July, 1846. ‘ 

The bill to establish a line of mail steamers between Sam Francisco and 
Shanghae, China, touching at the Sandwich Is!ands and Japan, passed the 
Senate on the 5:h inst., by a vote of 22 to 13. No doubt is entertained of its 
passage in the house by a majority equally large.

MAILS BETWEEN CHINA AND AMERICA.—Direct news was brought by the 
last American arrival that the postage committee of the United States Con- 
gress recommended the establishment of a mail communication between San 
Francisco and Shanghai by way of the Sandwich Islands and Japan, at a cost 
of 100,000/ a year. 

InpIA anp Cuina OuTwaRpD Maits.—The Postmaster-General gave notice 
on Wednesday that the India and China mails would in future be made up 
on the 9th and 25th of the month, instead of on the 8th and 24th as heretofore. 
When the 9th and 25th happened on a Sunday, the mails would be made up 
on the following day. wi 

REDUCTION oF PosTAGE ON LETTERS TO CERTAIN CoLoNIES—On and from 
the first of August next, the postage upon letters conveyed, whether by packet 
or by private ship, between the United Kingdom and the following British 
colonies and possessions, viz. Nova Scotia, New Brunswick, Newfoundland, 
and Barbadoes, will be reduced to a combined British and colonial rate of:— 
For a letter not exceeding half-an-ounce in weight, 6d ; exceeding half-an-ounce 
and not exceeding one ounce, 1s; exceeding one ounce and not exceeding two 
ouncee, 28; and so on, increasing 1s for every ounce or fraction of an ounce. 
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The postage of these letters may be paid in advance or the letters may be 
forwarded unpaid, at the option of the sender. To the reduced rate of 6d a 
United States transit rate of 2d 
all letters for the above-mentioned British North American Provinces which may 
be specially addressed to be sent “ via the United States.” It must be observed 
that the foregoing reduction cannot beapplied to letters conveyed by a mail packet 
belonging to the United States, and that letters, therefore, addressed to 
Nova Scotia or New Brunswick, intended to be despatched by the United 
States mail packets will continue liable to the existing rates of postage. 
Parliamentary Proceedings.—On and from the rame date the rates of postage 
now chargeable upon packets containing printed votes and proceedings of the 
Imperial Parliament, sent through the post to Nova Scotia, New Branswick, 
} Newfoundland, and Barbadoes, will be repealed, and all such packets 
will be eubject to the same rates of postage which sre levied on printed 
books sent to those colonies (subject to the usual conditions), viz.:—For every 
packet of Parliamentary proceedings, not exceeding half-a-pound in weight, 
6d; exceeding half-a-pound and not exceeding one pound, le; exceeding one 
pound and not exceeding two pounds, 2s; and so on, increasing one shilling 
for every pound or fraction of a pound. 
COMMUNICATION BETWEEN HA.irax, Nova ScoTiA, AND BERMUDA.—Toe 
pune communication between Halifax, Nova Scotia, and Bermuda, which 
as hitherto been maintained once a fortnight during the summer, and once a 
month during the winter season, will in future take place only once a month 
throughout the year. Mails for Bermuda will continue to be forwarded to 
Halifax once a fortnight, as heretofore, by the British mail packets leaving 
Liverpool for Halifax and Boston; but the branch packet for Bermuda will 
only be despatched from Halifax on the arrival at that port of each alternate 
packet from Liverpool.

COMMERCIAL EPITOME. 
FRIDAY EVENING. 

The weather is exercising a very favourable influence over 
the corn market. Though the arrivals are very short, the buyers 
hold off, and the market to-day was nominal. Prices are now ten 
shillings under the very highest, and are from two to five shillings 
lower than this day week. 

We have precisely similar accounts from Liverpool to-day. 
There was a pressure to sell in the market there, but it led tono 
business, and it was impossible to say’ what was the actual de- 
cline in wheat and flour. Indian corn was there from 1s to 28 lower, 
and very little sold. 

In consequence of very short stocks in France, particularly 
in Paris, some purchases have been made here to.a small extent 
for France. A parcel of hard Syrian wheat of a very low quality 
has been sold for 503; some Stettin wheat, worth above 823 a 
month ago, was sold for 68s. Though the harvest has begun in 
France, it will require some time before the market is supplied 
with new wheat, and recourse is now accordingly had to our mar- 
kets for small supplies. 

Spain continues to send both wheat and flour to England and 
France, and it is thought will have exported more this year than 
ever before. The vast resources of that fertile country have yet 
to be called into existence, and, under the stimulus of foreign 
demand and foreign example, they will probably be rapidly 
developed. 

Since the 15th instant, 26 grain-laden vessels have arrived off 
the coast from ports east of Gibraltar, of which 15 contained 
wheat, 1 wheat and barley, 1 wheat and maize, 4 maize, 1 rye, 3 
barley, 1 beans, of which some were previously sold, and some 
have been consigned for sellers account. A cargo of Odessa 
Ghirka has been sold for 58s. 

The accounts from the neighbouring Continent show, that subse- 
quent to the 14th the weather had improved there, and become dry 
and warm, exercising, as here, a favourable influence on the crops. 
The markets, which had been for some time dull, had not re- 
vived unde this change. 

Of the condition of the corn-fields, say Messrs Pluygers and 
Hauck, writing from Rotterdam of the 18th, we hear only favour- 
able accounts. The rust in the wheat is trifling. Rye promises 
well. Buckwheat is less satisfactory from the want of warmth. 

In Stettin, on the 15th the fine weather had not setin. The 
business done in wheat was very trifling. The market for rye 
varied considerably, according to the reports from the interior. 

From Cologne, on the 17th, Messrs Kepferer and Wolff re- 
port—“The harvest prospects have in the last fourteen days, 
in consequence of warm and dry weather, according to the 
report of skilful persons from various quarters, improved very 
much, and the fears that were entertained in consequence of the 
rain at an earlier period have entirely disappeared. We hear, 
as usual, complaints of the rust in wheat, but it will depend on 
the future state of the weather how far this shall be injurions.” 
At present both here and on the neighbouring continent the pros- 
pects that were gloomy and disheartening have become bright 
and more encouraging. 

In Mincing lane business has been dull. The deliveries of 
sugar have been large, but a good deal having been brought for- 
ward, for low qualities the prices declined. For refined sugar the 
market has been firm. 

Coffee is steady, but without improvement. 

Rice follows the corn market, and has fallen 6d per cwt, with a 
good business. 

The tea market is inactive. Common congou has been sold at 
104d. Duty was paid in London in the week ending the 13th 
inst. on 664,710 Ibs, against 614,456 in the corresponding week of 
last year, 

An improved demand has existed in the Liverpool cotton 
market this week, caused partly by the very favourable changes 
in the weather, and the sales reach 51,000 bales, 5,000 bales of 
which are to speculators, 8,000 bales to exporters, the remaining 
38,000 bales have been taken by the trade. In the quotations 
there is no variation from last week, but the market closes very 
firmly at those prices. The last advices received this week from 
New York report that market rather higher. The New Orleans 
market remained unchanged. Regarding the new crop the ac- 
counts received are very contradictory ; some report the prospects 
as more favourable, others speak of much injury from frequent 
and heavy rains ; it is, however, much too early to draw any pro- 
bable conclusion from such premature reports. In this market 
also a fair business has been transacted; 1,950 bales have been 
sold at very steady rates. 

The sales of colonial wool have continued throughout the week 
with great spirit, and the price has advanced. They have felt 
the influence of the genial weather, which has everywhere in- 
spired better feelings. If we could only get rid of the war, its 
causes and its consequences, we should probably now go rapidly 
ahead, unless indeed the passions from which war takes its rise 
were to find refuge in the active pursuits of trade, and disturb 
them by grasping and mad ambition. 

In the oil and seeds market business has been on a limited 
scale, and prices have not undergone any important change. 

“So complete a stagnation,” says the New York Shipping List, 
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“in the dry goods trade in all its departments, as at present reigns» 
has not been witnessed for many years. According to former prece- 
dents the early trade ought to have commenced ere this, but 
there are at present no signs of a commencement, so far as we 
can discover, apart from the arrival of new goods, the stock of 
which is rapidly accumulating. A few buyers from New Orleans 
and the far Western cities have arrived in town, but their selec- 
tions have been very limited as yet, and the commission dealers 
find it difficult to sell them goods, even at liberal discounts. 
Buyers.in nearly in every instance bave the advantage. British 
and continental goods remain for the most part inactive.” 








INDIGO. 

Tue public sales held this week have been well attended by 
buyers. The orders for fine indigo being comparatively small, 
the prices for that quality have given way 4d per lb compared 
with the previous quotations, but the value of other kinds have 
ruled steady. Up to last evening, 11,068 chests passed the ham- 
mer, out of which 2,884 were withdrawn, 2,414 bought in, leaving 
5,760 chests sold. About 2,600 chests are left for sale next 
week.

LONDON MARKETS, 
STATE OF THE CORN TRADE FOR THE WEEK.

The supply of Englich wheat was very short at Mark lane last Monday, 
but the trade was very dull, and until the result of the harvest be known, it 
appears to be the determination of every description of buyer not to take 
beyond what is wanted for immediate use, at any rate not when the weather 
is tolerably favourable during market hours. Very little was sold, although 
@ reduction of fully 28 per qr would have been accepted, and the few sales of 
foreign were at quite as much decline. The importations were liberal, con-ist- 
ing of 400 qrs from Amsterdam, 8,585 qrs from Dantzic, 390 qre from Greife- 
wald, 309 qrs from Groseerseil, 1,423 gre from Hamburg, 625 qrs from Jar- 
mip, 18 qrsfrom Karbmimo, 2,385 qrs from Konigsberg, 621 qre from Lu- 
beck, 10 grs from Marstrund, 500 qrs from Memel, 380 qre from Oporto, 3,175 
qrs from Rostock, 3,430 qrs from Stettin, 270 qrs from Stockholm, 3,515 qrs 
from Stralsund, 6 grs from Struer, 1,030 gra from Wismar, and 1,230 qrs from 
Wolgast, making a total of 28,293 gre. The arrivals of flour coastwise were 
964 sacks ; by the Eastern Counties, 5,121 sacks; from foreign ports, 1,805 
sacks and 4,883 barrels, Trade for this article was very languid, and most 
sorts were somewhat lower. Grinding barley was in fair request, at quite as 
high rates. The arrivals of English were ouly 40 qrs, of Scotch 1,355 qre, 
from foreign ports 7,334 qrs. From our own coast there were 440 qrs Oats, 
from Scotland 1,305 qre, from Ireland 2,985 qre, and from foreign ports 
28,144 qre: The liberal quantity in the market induced the dealers to buy 
very cautiously; and the consumers did not take beyond their most im- 
Mediate wants. Prices of good corn were unaltered in value, but secondary 
sorte were rather cheaper; in some instances about 64 per qr less mouey was 
taken. There does not seem much prospect of any material quantity coming 
by neutral vessels from Archange!, so little time having been allowed for 
loading and getting away from that port. 

There were moderately fair imports at Liverpool on Tuesday, and under the 
influence of fine weather, prices of wheat}receded 6d per 70 Ibs, flour 28 per 
barrel and 3s per sack, with a very limited demand for any of these articles :

EPITOME OF RAILWAY NEWS. 











Mavras.—The half-yearly meeting of this company was held on 
Tuesday. The report stated that the construction of the line proceeds 
steadily and well under the system pursaed of letting the work in 
small contracts, such as the natives can readily undertake ; and the 
cost thus far has fallen within the estimates. The earthworks of the 
first 50 miles may be considered as completed and ready to receive 
the permanent way. The bridges are also far advanced towards 
completion. Although covsiderable difficulty has been experienced 
in obtaining tonnage sufficient for the conveyance of the permanent 
way materials from this country, a considerable supply of them has 
already arrived at Madras, and the quantity required for the first 50 
miles above referred to will be delivered there before the end of 
the year. The laying of the permanent way has been commenced. 
The erection of the terminal and other stations on the lise is in pro- 
gress. A quantity of machinery for the workshops about to bo erected 
has been sent out, as well as some materials for the rolling-stock of 
the railway, and contracts are in the course of execution for six loco- 
motive engines. The report was unanimously adopted. 

DiviDeNDs —It is estimated that the additional net revenues for 
the half-yeur ending the 30th of June last on certain railways in the 
United Kingdom amounts to 600,000! over the corresponding period 
of 1853. This sum will be applicable to increase the dividends on the 
ordinary shares. The sum of 290,000/ will be applicable to increase 
the ordinarydividends on the lines having their termini in the metro- 
polis. The ordinary capital of these lines amounts to about 
63,900,0002, snd the average amount of increase in the dividend will 
probably be at the rate of 9s per cent. for the half-year. The Brighton 
directors have already declared an increase of 103 per cent. in the di- 
vidend for the past half-year as compared with the corresponding 
period of 1853.
